Atomic Apparatus Also 
Reverses Process Like 
Bomb but Produces Su- 
per-Radiation—Creates 
Cosmic Rays.

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Oct. 20 
—A machine which duplicates, on 
@ minute scale, the creative proc- 
ess by which the entire cosmos of 
material things was brought into 
existence, has been developed in 
the laboratories of the General 
Electric Co. It creates matter 
from energy. It also reverses the 
process, changing the matter into 
energy. 


This machine was completed 
two years ago, but all information 
concerning it was suppressed un- 
der war-time censorship, News-

operation on Wednesday and cen- 
sorship was lifted today. 
Two Processes. 

Two processes of matter-crea- 
tion are used: 

1. An electron is speeded up 
to the point where it has nearly 
the velocity of light, and its 
mass-and-weight is thereby in- 
creased 250-fold; 


2. The energy of the heavy 
electron is transformed into 
super-X-rays, and the _ super- 
X-rays transform themselves 
into positive and negative elec- 
trons, two newly-born particles 
of matter created out of energy 
and nothing else. 


The matter-creation machine 
achieves the reverse effect of that 
of the atomic-energy bomb, which 
releases energy by the destruction 
of matter. In one phase of its 
operation, however, the machine 
also changes matter into energy, 
but the result ig. mot an explosive 
blast but a narrow penetrating 
beam of super-radiation. 


Beam Has Strange Properties. 


The tremendously powerful beam 
has many strange and almost fan- 
tastic properties, only a few of 
which have been explored. Among 
them are: 


1. It can destroy the uranium 
atom, the active substance in 
the atomic-energy bomb; 

2. It transforms itself into 
electrons, fundamental particles 
of matters; 

3. It creates artificial cosmic 
rays, which have been @escribed 
as “the birth cries of creation,” 
and also, conversely, as the 
“death cries of the atom”; 

4. It produces transmutation of 
the chemical elements through 
artificial radio-activity; 

5. It gives quick, sharp X-ray 
pictures through 12 inches of 
steel: 

6. It provides a possible new 
type of deep treatment for in- 
ternal cancers, as the beam is 
free of the weak rays which 
might burn the skin. 


“Betatron.” 


In the language of the labora- 
tory, the device is called a “beta- 
tron,” or “electron accelerator.” 
Its purpose is to produce 100,- 
000,000-volt X-rays.

13,305-Mile Trip Includes 
4105-Mile Nonstop Flight 
From Germany. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
A flight of three Superfortresses 
commanded by Lt. Gen. Nathan 
Twining, chief of the Twentieth 
Air Force, landed here today after 
a westbound flight from Guam by 
way of India and Germany. 

The 13,305 mile trip was made 
because of air field congestion on 
the shorter eastbound route across 
the Pacific, due to return of 
troops and planes to the United 
States. The eastbound route is 
8420 miles, 

Total flying time was 60 hours 
and.14 minutes, with the 4105-mile 
route from  Frankfurt-on-Main, 
Germany, to Washington, covered 
nonstop in 20 hours and 26 min- 
utes, 

This was the second nonstop 
flight from Germany, the first 
having been accomplished fn 1938 
when Capt. Alfred Henke flew 
3985 miles from Berlin to New 
York in 24 hours and 58 minutes. 

The three B-29s carried A.A.F. 
veterans, all eligible for discharge 
under the point system. 

Aboard one plane was First 
Lt. Emmett E. Baughman, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Earl Baughman, 
517 Franklin avenue, Edwards- 
ville. He telephoned his mother 
this morning and described the 
flight, on which he served as 
meteorologist. He holds the Air 
Medal with two Oak Leaf Clus- 
ters. Lt. Baughman is 23 years 
old and has been in service three 
years.

Lt. Col. Frank Kriwanek Retains 
From ‘Sub-Basement of Hell’ 


By a Post-Dispatch Staff Photogranher 


Owes Life to ‘Peggy,’ He 
Says, Referring to Lt. 
Beulah Greenwalt, 
Chance Fellow Passen- 
ger on St, Louis Train. 


Lt. Col. Frank F. Kriwanek, 
survivor of the battles of Bataan 
and Corregidor, two prison ship 
sinkings and three-and-one-half 
years of brutal Japanese* im- 
prisonment, returned to St. Louis 
yesterday. 

After nearly four years of liv- 
ing in “the sub-basement of hell” 
—to use his words—Col. Kriwanek 
almost lost his life two weeks 
after the end of the war, he told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“I was at the window of my 
prison barracks in Korea last 
Aug. 29 watching a lone B-29

needed food and medicine into the 
compound,” he said. “Suddenly 
there was an ear-splitting crash. 
Ten feet away, half buried in the 


pineapple juice.” 


Peggy Is on Train. 

A chance fellow-passenger on’ 
the train bringing Col. Kriwanek 
from the West Coast was Lt. 
Beulah (Peggy) Greenwalt of St. 
Louis, the Army nurse-heroine of 
the war book, “They Were Ex- 
pendable.” Lt. Greenwalt, now 
stationed at an Army hospital in 
Denver, came here to visit rela- 
tives. 

They renewed an acquaintance 
that began on Corregidor before 
Pearl Harbor, and it was the more 
enjoyable because Lt. Greenwalt 
until recently had believed Col. 
Kriwanek a victim of a prison 
ship sinking off the Philippines. 
last December, At that time she 
was a prisoner at Santo Tomas 
internment camp near Manila. 


“I owe my life to this girl,” Col. 
Kriwanek declared, smiling at Lt. 
Greenwalt. “While I and many 
other Americans were slowly 
starving and dying of disease at 
Cabanatuan, she smuggled to us 
from Santo Tomas medicine and 
money that kept us alive.” 

The 46-year-old officer, thinner 
and with much grayer hair than 
when he re-entered the Army in 
December 1940, also was impris- 
oned for a short time in Japan, 
but the most terrifying of his ex- 
periences came on two “death 
ships.” 


“Last Dec, 13,” he said, “1509 
officers and 100 medical corps- 
men from Cabanatuan were put 
aboard a ship at Manila bound 
for Japan. We got as far as Subic 
Bay when an American dive 
bomber planted a direct hit in the 
hold where all of us were packed 
like pages in a book. 

300 Killed Outright, He Says. 

“Three hundred were killed out- 
right. I was pinned beneath a 
huge beam that broke several ribs. 
Screams of the dying were terri- 
fying. Broken bodies were strewn 
about, I squirmed to the deck and 
my first thought was of food. We 
had been starved for nearly two 
years. I found a Jap skirt, filled 
it with Red Cross food and candy

(Radio San Cristobal, in western 
Venezuela, said Medina had been 
reinstated in Carcas after Gov- 
ernment cavalry had cleared rev-

(The broadcast said its infor- 
mation came from Radio Nation- 
al, in the -hands of the anti- 
revolutionists in Caracas.) 

Casualties Reported, 
The cavalrymen advanced on 


the palace amid heavy fire “hat 
caused casualties, Several truck- 
loads of Medina forces seized a 
housing project about a quarter 
of a mile south of Miraflores and 
from there opened fire on the 
palace. 

Other attackers took up a po- 
sition on a_heavily-wooded hill 
next to the housing center. Dur- 
ing the fighting there was no 
sight of the tanks which the rebel 
radio said would be used. The 
Venezuelan army has some me- 
dium to light tanks at Maracay 
arsenal, possession of which was 
claimed by the revolutionists. 
Heavy firing was heard near 
the Ambrozio Plaza barracks in the 
western part of Caracas, reported 
to have surrendered to the rebels 
yesterday. Cavalrymen stationed 
there are among the forces sup- 
porting Medina. 

Hot Fight Around Palace. 

Firing was {J paround Mira- 
flores, with junta soldiers firing 
from the palace roof, The Associ- 
ated Press office, only half a 
block distant, moved to new quar- 
ters. Stray bullets penetrated 
living quarters at the rear of the 
palace. 

A junta-controlied Caracas 
broadcast said the revolutionists 
had intercepted a telephone con- 
versation between Gen. David 
Lopez Henriquez, chief of the mil- 
itary zone of Tachira state, and 
Dr. Alberto Celis Paredes, presi- 
dent of the neighboring state of 
Merida, both reported loyal to Me- 
dina, The broadcast quoted Lopez 
as saying he could count on the 
support of Colombian planes to 
support Medina troops marching 
on Caracas, 

“This is new audacity of Lopez 
to suppose the democratic govern- 
ment of Lieras Camargo (presi- 
dent of Colombia) should aid in 
such. criminal intent,” the broad- 
cast said. 

(In Bogota, the Colombian gov- 
ernment officially denied radio 
reports that it was providing 
armaments and other aid against 
the rebels.)

HELENA, Mont., Oct. 20—The 
Missouri State MVA Commission 
will be able to reach a majority 
agreement in favor of a regional 
authority for the Missouri river 
basin if it can devise a formula 
overcoming objections of some 
commission members to certain 
features of the Murray bill. 


At the halfway point in the com- 
mission’s investigating tour to the 
head of the basin, it now appears 
likely that such an agreement can 
be reached, with a result generally 
acceptable to Missouri Valley Au- 
thority advocates. The commission 
probably will divide 4 to 3, or 
possibly 5 to 2 on its main con- 
clusions. An upset is possible in 
the six weeks remaining before 
the commission must report to 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, but this 
does not seem likely. 

Two Essential Interests. 

The essential interests of most 
members of the commission, from 
the standpoint of Missouri’s own 
needs, are flood control and soil 
conservation. There is serious ob- 
jection on their part to the pro- 
posals for Missouri of the Pick- 
Sloan plan—the Army Engineers- 
Reclamation Bureau compromise 
to offset MVA-—because the dams 
contemplated for Missouri river 
tributaries in Missouri would in- 
undate large farm areas And re- 
move so much land from the tax 
rolls that 16 counties might face 
public bankruptcy. 

While the commission members 
have largely refrained from open 
commitments, it is possible now 
to indicate where they stand. A 
summary follows: 

State Senator Claude B. Rick- 
etita. of St. Louis, chairman-— 
Strongly in favor of a strong re- 
gional authority along Murray bill 
lines; convinced vf the feasibility 
and desirability of flood control 
and power dams on the main 
stream in Missouri, 


F. V. Heinkel of Robertsville, 
president of Missouri Farmers’ 
Association, representing 95,000 
farm families—Openly in favor of 
a regional MVA, preferring to deal 
with a single agency in the valley 
rather than four in Washington 
(Soil Conservation Service and 
Federal Power Commission also 
figure in the Pick-Sloan plan); 
says some of Missouri farmers’ 
bitterest fights have been with 
Agriculture Department's Soil 
Conservation Service, 


L. T. Berthe, consulting engi- 
neer, of Charleston—Opposed to 
Murray bill (which most of the 
commissioners assume is dead as 
far as this session of Congress 
is concerned) but counted on to 
agree on a regional central au- 
thority; feels Murray bill contains 
provisions for activities which 
are not of regional character, but 
national in scope, notably soil con- 
servation; dislikes Army _ engi- 
neers’ methods; inclined to the

Suit for 5 Million Overtime Pay, 
Damages Filed Against Cudahy Co. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 20 (AP) 
—Employes in the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Co. of South St. Paul filed 
suit in United States District 
Court here today against their 
employers, demanding $5,000,000 
for time and a half overtime it 
allegedly did -not pay, liquidated 
damages, interest and penalties. 

According to the complaint—in 
which 321 plaintiffs are named— 
the employes charge that from 
Oct. 22, 1939, they were forced to 
change clothes on their own time 
and likewise rechange clothes on 
time for which they were not 
paid. This took one hour a day, 
the complaint asserts. 

The suit is brought under sec- 
tion 216-B of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act of 1938 in which 


employes are allowed time and 
half for hours which exceed a 
specified work week. 

The employes asked for $2,000,- 
000 for such time that did not 
show up in their pay checks and 
an equal amount of liquidated 
damages. 

In addition, the firm is charged 
in the complaint with not pro- 
viding a written agreement of 
hire as required by a 1933 state 
law. The employes allege that as 
a result of such failure they are 
entitled to approximately $1,000,- 
000 in additional liquidated dam- 
ages, interest and penalties.

600 MILES AN HOUR 
CLAIMED FOR R.AF. 
JET FIGHTER PLANE 


LONDON, Oct. 20 (AP)—An un- 
official world speed record of 
more than 600 miles un hour for a 
plane in level flight was claimed 
today for Royal Air Force Squad- 
ron Leader Philip Stanbury. 

The 24-year-old veteran of the 
battle of Britain flew a test run 
in the British Gloster Meteor jet 
fighter plane near Gloucester in 
preparation for an offiical attempt 
to break the record next week. 

After Stanbury’s run an official 
of the Rolls-Royce Co., manufac- 
turer of the craft’s twin 11,000- 
horsepower engines, said the air 
speed indicator registered more 
than 550 miles an hour. Corrected, 
it gave a true land speed “of 
something over.

TOKYO (Sunday), Oct. 21 (AP) 
—Not even “members of the im- 
perial household” will be immune 
from possible prosecution for war 
guilt, Col. Alva C. Carpenter, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's legal officer, 
said today. 

He made the significant com- 
ment at a press conference in re- 
sponse to a direct question wheth- 
er Emperor Hirohito might pos- 
sibly be tried. 

Col. Carpenter added that the 
Mikado had not been investigated 
as an individual but emphasized 
if examinations of state papers 
led a trail to the imperial house- 
hold. it would be followed regard- 
less of where it led. 

Col. Carpenter said a minimum 
of two years would be required 
to try suspected war criminals of 
a list already totalling 2000 and 
expected to go twice that high. 

Whether the emperor might be 
tried has been an international 
question. Australia’s prime min- 
ister voiced a demand soon after 
Japan’s surrender that Hirohito 
be tried as a war criminal. 

Silent on Cabinet Members. 

Col. Carpenter declined to say 
whether any members of the 
present cabinet of Premier Kijuro 
Shidehara are on the giant list 
of suspects but said “all angles 
are being investigated  thor- 
oughly.” 

Carpenter said the investiga- 
tions were extending “back be- 
yond Pearl Harbor and might go 
all the way back to the Japanese 
bombing of the American gunboat 
Panay in China’s Yangtze river. 

He explained this was possible 
because there was no statute of 
limitattions applying to war guilt 
charges. 

He said Japanese industrial 
classes were being investigated for 
possible war guilt, also Domei, gov- 
ernment-subsidized news agency, 
and newspaper leaders.

Operations Detailed. 

Gen, Eisenhower, in a 32-page 
report, detailed operations of the 
huge organization as revealed in 
documents found in its headquar- 
ters in Frankfurt and scattered in 
various parts of Germany.

The corporation made “acqul- 
sitions by conquest,” following 
closely behind the Reich’s con- 
quering armies from 1938 on- 
ward. 

It was Germany’s greatest war 
producer. It was supreme in the 
field of research. Its inventions 
were protected “by the most 
elaborate patent system known 
to the world.” 

“Vast power resulted from this 
extraordinary concentration of 
war and industrial productive 
capacity, scientific research, tech- 
nological excellence, patent protec- 
tion, cartel dominance, endless fi- 
nancial resources, management 
ability and masses of workers. The 
most apt description of this power 
lies in the phrase ‘a state within a 
state," the report said. 

Deals With U. S. Firms. 

In tracing the growth of I. G., 
as the corporation is generally 
known, the report said that “an 
additional event in 1927 was the 
agreement concluded with the 


(Standard Oil of New Jersey re- 
‘garding an IL. G. process based on 


the use of crude oil, which was 
the forerunner of Many agree- 
ments between the German and 
American firms.” In 1930, new 
agreements were reached with 
Standard on hydrogenation tech- 
nique which gave to I. G. and 
Standard “the control of the 
rights in the processes for the 
whole world.” 

The report said {tt was not with- 
in its purview to discuss “the 
question of I. G.’s ownership and 
control, direct or indirect, of such 
important concerns as General 
Anilin & Film Corporation, 
U.S.A..." and Swiss and German 
companies. 

It did, however, discuss cartel 
connections with American firms, 
It said I. G.’s attempt to regulate 
the international dyestuffs trade 
was “further consolidated by the 
connections of I. G. with foreign 
producers such as General Anilin 
& Film Corporation” and Italian 
concerns and special price-fixing 
agreements with outside com- 
panies.

Aid Offered in Far East. 

John Carter Vincent, director of 
the State Department's Office of 
Far Eastern Affairs, told the for- 
um this nation had offered to help 
in efforts to settle peacefully the 
current native rebellions in French 
Indochina and the Dutch East 
Indies. 

It was the first statement from 
such an Official since eastern na- 
tive unrest broke into the open. 

Vincent made clear this nation 
did not question French sover- 
eignty in Indochina or that of the 
Dutch in the East Indies, and then 
added: 

“It is not our intention to assist 
or participate in forceful mea- 
sures for the imposition of control 
by the territorial sovereigns, but 
we would be prepared to lend our 
assistance if requested to do so in 
an effort to reach peaceful agree- 
ments in these disturbed areas.” 

Russian, Chinese Relations, 
Vincent also: 

1. Asserted that the United 
States, recognizing Russia’s in- 
terests in the Far East, expects 
the Soviet Union to understand 
this country has a stake there, 
too. 

2. Laid down the policy that 
the United States regards China 
as a “bridge”’—not a “buffer”— 
in Far Eastern relatiqgns with 
the U.S.S.R. 

3. Said the division of Korea 
between Russian and United 
states occupation troops was un- 
satisfactory and suggested in- 
stead an international trustee- 
ship until Koreans are ready for 
independence. 

Vincent recalled a policy decla- 
tation by Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull last year that nations 
should help dependent peoples in 
their charge “to prepare them- 
selves’ for the duties and responsi- 
bilities of self-government, and to 
attain liberty.” 

He said the present division of 
Korea between Russian forces in 
the north and United States troops 
in the south is “manifestly un- 
satisfactory.” 

He proposed an 
trusteeship of the Allies princi- 
pally interested, until Koreans 
are prepared to take over the ad- 
ministration of their country, 

Meanwhile, he said, the Ameri- 
can hope is to work out with 
Russia “a liaison and understand- 
ing which will so!ve many admini- 
strative problems.”

to China, Vincent said, is whether 
it is to be used as a “buffer or as 
a bridge in our relations with the 
Soviet Union in the Far East.” 
“We will all agree, I believe,” 
he said, “that the bridge concept 
is pre-eminently preferable, and 
that it should be our policy to 
make it a fact.... 


“It will be our policy to co- 
operate with China and the Soviet 
Union for stability in the Far 
East. We will co-operate with 
neither of them-in any policy 
antagonistic toward the other.” 
Vincent said the United States 
fully recognizes that “Russia has 
important interests in the Far 
East,” but he added emphatically 
“we expect recognition by Russia 
that we also have important in- 
terests in that area.” 


Henri Bonnet, French Ambas- 
sador to the United States, told 
the forum that he did not believe 
confidence could be placed in 
measures intended to outlaw or 
limit the use of means of destruc- 
tion “because if there is a war 
threatening the very existence of 
a nation no one can obtain that 
it he conducted with obsolete 
weapons.” 


“The heaviest résponsibility 
rests,” he added, “in consequence 
upon the authorities charged with 
the organization of the peace... 

“You may be sure that France 
will not lag behind in any collec- 
tive effort toward (maintaining) 
peace.”

“A complete description,” it was 
stated, “would have to include the 
explosives field, where I. G. by 
agreements with I. C. I. (Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Ltd., a Brit- 
ish dye combine) and Du Pont 
divided the world markets in in- 
dustrial explosives; . the phar- 


thetic fiber fields and the series 
of agreements with Standard Oil 
(N.J.) and Shell providing for the 
pooling of technical information 
and patent rights on hydrogena- 
tion and hydrocarbon synthesis 
(whereby synthetic fuels, rubber 
and fatty acids can be made from 
coal, crude oil and natural gas) 
and the collateral division of fields 
in agreements between I. G. and 
Standard whereby Standard 
agreed to stay out of the chem- 
icals business.” 

The report said that the “regu- 
lation of the great Chinese market 
in indigo and sulphur black was 
accomplished by agreement upon 
quotas and selling prices with 
American companies—Du Pont, 
Nacco and Dow Chemical. The 
Japanese market in indigo and 
other products was subjected to 
similar control by agreement with 
Nacco and certain wapanese pro- 
ducers.” 


Employed 400,000. , 

The report said I.G.’s own plants 
employed more than 400,000 during 
the war, that it had some form of 
financial control in 613 companies, 
and that it was the “greatest par- 
ticipant in international cartels” 
and through such alliances with 
competitors, it regulated “in effect, 
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the production and sales of a great 
many companies” over which it 
had not financial control. It was 
party to more than 2000 cartels. 
In de-Nazifying I. G. Farben per- 
sonnel, 896 officers and employes 
have been fired and some key di- 
rectors imprisoned, the report con- 
tinued. 

“Actual seizure of possession, di- 
rection and control of substantially 
all known I. G. plants, properties 
and assets in the United States 
zone has been accomplished,” 
Eisenhower said. 

He described the company, 
whose assets are estimated at 
six billion Reichmarks—about $2,- 
400,000,000—-as “the largest cor- 
poration in ‘Germany and the 
largest chemical corporation in 
the world.” 


Orderly Break-Up. 


Concerning the eventual break- 
up of I. G., the report said it is 
“deemed advisable to accomplish 
this break-up in an orderly man- 
ner, giving paramount considera- 
tion to preventing another monop- 
oly from rising a few years hence, 
out of the components.” 

The report disclosed that the 
United States zo — has the small- 
est percentage of I1.G. plants in 
Germany, while the Russian Zone 
holds the largest. The American 
zone has 9.75 per cent; the Rus- 
sians 58.55; British 11.50 and 
French 20.20. 

The report commented that it 
was intended at the time of the 
seizure that the properties in- 
volved would be placed at the dis- 
posal of the four-power agency, 
the Allied Control Council, but 
that this action has not been com- 
pleted. bs 

Key Personnel Held. 

The American group has decided 
it would be an “interminable pro- 
cess” to go after each of I.G.’s 
2000 cartel agreements.

GRADY HEADS U.S. 
GREEK ELECTIONS 


Former Assistant: Secre- 
tary: of State and 


With Balloting.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
President Truman today appointed 
Henry F. Grady as chief of the 
American mission to observe 
forthcoming elections in Greece. 

Grady, who negotiated many in- 
ternational trade agreements in 
the Roosevelt administration and 
once served as assistant Secretary 
of State, is now president of the 
American President Lines, steam- 
ship concern. 

On the mission to Greece, Grady 
will have the personal rank of 
ambassador and a_ responsibility 
both weighty and delicate because 
of its bearing on United States- 
Russian relations, in the opinion 


of diplomatic officials here. 


The appointment was announced 
by Secretary of State Byrnes who 
said the American mission will 
join with representatives of the 
British and French governments 
in observing the elections. 

They are to judge how Jdemo- 
cratic are the procedures, but 
they are not supposed to interfere 
in any way with the conduct of 
the elections. 

“This appointment,” Byrnes 
said, “follows the acceptance by 
this Government of the invitation 
extended to it by the Greek Gov- 
ernment last August. This action 
is taken in accordance with re- 
sponsibilities which the American 
Government accepted at the Cri- 
mea conference to assist the 
peoples of European countries 
formerly occupied or dominated 
by Nazi Germany in solving their 
political problems by democratic 
means and in creating democratic 
Mmstitutions of their own choice.” 

The implications of the Greek 
elections are much wider than im- 
mediate Greek policy, however. 
Russia declined to accept the 
Greek invitation to send observers. 
Some Russian sources have been 
very critical of recent political 
trends in Greece, which is gen- 
erally regarded as a British-dom- 
inated area on the edge of the 
Soviet-controlled Balkans. 

The reason for Russia’s refusal 
to participate is understood here 
to be determination not to join 
in a precedent which might be 
applied to Romania and Bulgaria. 

The United States and Britain 
have been very critical of what 
they describe as a lack of de- 
mocracy in Romania and Bulgaria 
and Secretary Byrnes is sending 
Mark Ethridge, Louisville pub- 
lisher, into those countries to have 
a fresh look at conditions there 
and advise him on whether their 
governments should be recognized. 


‘ISTED LION,’ DANISH COURAGE 
SYMBOL, RESTORED BY U, S. 


COPENHAGEN, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
King Christian and Queen Alex- 
andrine, sitting in an open car in 
the rain, today formally received 
the “Isted Lion,” a three-ton statue 
symbolic of Danish courage which 
was ordered restored to Denmark 
by Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Erected in a Flensburg, cemetery 
to. mark Denmark’s victory over 
Prussia in the war of 1848, the 
statue was captured by the Prus- 
sians in the second war of 1864) 
and placed in Berlin. 

Maj. Gen. R. W. Barker, com- 
mander of the American garrison 
‘in Berlin, made the presentation 
on behalf of Eisenhower.

LIBERAL PARTY HEAD ASSAILS

UIT GAINS A LAP 
IN RACE AGAINST 
BILL IN CONGRESS 


Justice Department 
Drops Action in Cali- 
fornia and Takes Oil 
Claims Directly to Su- 
preme Court.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 — The 
tidewater oil race between Con- 
gress and the Department of Jus- 
tice, off to a slow start, is hitting 
the home stretch. The department 
gained a few furlongs yesterday 
by dropping its action in Califor- 
nia against one of the state’s tide- 
land lessees and simultaneously 
filing suit against the State of 
California in the United States Su- 
preme Court in Washington. The 
suit affects only the. “marginal 
sea” area between the _ low-tide 
mark and the three-mile limit. 

House joint resolution 225, re- 
nouncing federal] claim to billions 
of dollars worth of petroleum in 
all coasta] areas between the high- 
water mark and the three-mile 
limit, was passed by the House 
Sept. 20 with only 11 dissenters, one 
of whom was Congressman John 
J. Cochran of St. Louis. A teller 
count was not taken. Four days 
later Senator Pat McCarran’s judi- 
ciary subcommittee orally report- 
ed favorably on a virtually identi- 
cal quitclaim bill (SR 48) to Mc- 
Carran’s full committee, which will 
hold open hearings soon. 

The subcommittee acted on SR 
48 without waiting for House joint 
resolution 225, which was received’ 
by the Senate clerk a few hours 
later. Members of the subcommit- 
tee sat in on the open hearings on 
the legislation held by the House 
Judiciary Committee June 18-20, 
inclusive. 

Saw Kenny ‘Many Times.’ — 

In advance of hearings by his 
committee, Senator McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, told the Post- 
Dispatch that he strongly favored 
the legislation. He said Attor- 
ney General Robert W. Kenny of 
California has talked to him 
“many times” hbout the measures, 
and that Kenny's assistant, Wil- 
liam W. Clary, has dropped in on 
several occasions. One of these 
occasions occurred on Sept. 24, 
when Clary ascertained from Mc- 
Carran that the subcommittee had 
just approved the legislation. 


While Senator McCarran orig- 
inally told the Post-Dispatch 

at if Kenny and Clary recol- 
lected that Clary had handed him 
the quitclaim bill for introduction 
he “guessed it was so,” McCarran 
later said he recalled clearly that 
it was Kenny and not Clary who 
presented the bill to him. The 
Senate bill was introduced last 
March 13, in advance of the filing 
of the government’s test suit in 
California. 


Hobbs’ Amendment Beaten. 

In the debate in the House, Rep- 
resentative Sam Hobbs (Dem.), 
Alabama, sought to eliminate the 
state’s alleged fearg about gov- 
ernment seizure of harbors and 
docks by introducing an amend- 
ment that would have’ permitted 
states to retain title to tidelands 
but would have given the Gov- 
ernment the right to oil and min- 
erals beneath the surface. Pre- 
sumably this amendment met all 
objections on the state’s rights 
issue, unless oil was the real, un- 
heralded issue. 

But the amendment 
tacked bitterly and beaten. Even 
speaker Sam Rayburn of oil- 
laden Texas left the chair to urge 
its defeat. He said, in part: “As 
I understand this bill it is to 
settle this matter once and for 
all. But it appears to me that 
if the amendment offered by the 
gentleman from Alabama is adopt- 
ed, we are in just as much con- 
fusion as we have ever been.”

“I am frank to say,” he contin- 
ued, “that one reason I am going 
to support the Hobbs amendment 
is that I do not believe that by 
and large the states have success- 
fully or effectively protected the 
public interests of the American 
people in those oil resources which 
lie in these submerged lands.” 

Hobbs, in a stirring speech, con- 
cluded with these words: “Vote as 
you please. You undoubtedly have 
the votes, but you have no right 
to shut your eyes, as I see it, 
to this plain duty which the Con- 
gress ought to perform.” 

Pauley Mentioned Once. 

Only once in the debate was 
mention made of Edwin W. 
Pauley, multimillionaire oil oper- 
ator who was acting treasurer 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee until last April, when 
President Truman appointed him

on the Allied Reparations Com- 
mission. 


That was when Representative 
Charles M. La Follette (Rep.), In- 
diana, said: “I find a rather 
unique coincidence in the rise of 
Ed Pauley in the Democratic 
party and the removal of Mr. Bid- 
dle as Attorney General, and the 
naming of Mr. Clark (as Attor- 
ney General).

The continental shelf extends 
more than 100 miles in some areas, 
and is believed to cover enormous- 
ly rich oil pools. 

Secretary of Interior Ickes has 
said that we could not fight 
another war of the same dimen- 
sions with our own known oil re- 
sources, which aggregate 20 billion 
barrels and which we are consum- 
ing at the rate of one and one- 
half billion barrels a year. If the 
government obtains title to the 
tidelands, large areas in them 
would be set aside as naval re- 
serves for the future welfare of

“The new machine gives out 
X-rays of a power never previ- 
ously approached. Even more ex- 
citing to us are the possibilities 
that, with the 100,000,000-volt elec- 
tron stream, we can produce other 
interesting forms of radiation. 
“In fact, we have now arrived 
at the stage where we can gen- 
erate in the laboratory radiations 
which formerly were available 
only in the cosmic rays, and we 
are just pasing the borders of an 
entirely new field of atom re- 
search. 

Prodyction of the new machine 
was in charge of Dr. E. E. Charl- 
ton, head of the X-ray section of 
the laboratories, and W. F. West- 
endorf, who had _ immediate 
charge of its construction. They 
explained the principles involved 
and gave a demonstration. A sil- 
ver dollar was bombarded by the 
super-radiation beam and made 
radio-active so that its atoms ex- 
ploded in the same way as radium 
atoms and an infinitesimal 
amount of the silver was trans- 
formed into other chemical ele- 
ments. 

Electronic Discovery. 

One of the interesting new dis- 
coveries already made with the 
machine is that the electron, the 
lightest and simplest of the fun- 
damental units of matter out of 
which atoms are built, is radio- 
active with respect to energy im- 
pressed on it. When the velocity 
of an electron is increased until 
it approaches the speed of light 
—186,273 miles a secénd, the utter 
limit of velocity which any mate- 
rial object can attain—its mass 
then starts to increase at a very 
rapid rate. 

In the matter-creating machine, 
the electron is speeded up until 
it’ is traveling at velocity close 
to 186,000 miles a second.  Tre- 
mendous amounts of energy would 
be required to. bridge the tiny re- 
maining gap between 186,000 and 
186,273 miles a second. In attain- 
ing this enormously high velocity, 
the greatest every attained in any 
man-made machine, the electrons 
that are used become heavier. 
Their mass increases until the 
electrons become 250 times heav- 
ier than they were when they 
entered the vacuum tube of the 
machine. They absorb the energy 
of the powerful magnetic field in 
which the speed-up process 
staged and transform this energy 
into mass, or matter. 

When it is in this energy-in- 
flated state, the heavy electron 
becomes unstable and gives out 
tiny blasts of energy at regular 
intervals in the form of radiatjon,

100-Million Volt Machine 
Changes Energy to Matter 


In other words, it becomes creator 
and emitter of radio waves. These 
are super-short, much shorter than 
those used in the so-called “ultra 
high frequency” radio and com- 
munication devices. They are on 
the borders of the heat-wave 
band of the spectrum. 

This radio-activity of the elec- 
tron presented a very interesting 
field of development to the Gen- 
eral Electric scientists. They are 
exploring it experimentally. 

From the pure-science aspect, 
the radioractivity of the electron 
is interesting because it seems to 
present almost insiwirmountable 
barriers to attaining the speed of 
light with a material particle. As 
the electron approaches its top 
velocity, it cannot take the energy 
pumped into it and explodes like 
a machine gun, shooting out, as 
radio waves, the kinetic energy it 
is carrying and, Incidentally, re- 
ducing its mass and weight. 

If it attained the speed of light, 
its mass would become infinitely 
great, and an infinite amount of 
energy would be required to at- 
tain this result. 


No Weapon Against Atom Bomb. 


Although the beam of the mat- 
ter-creating machine can destroy 
the uranium atom from which the 
destructive energy of the atomic 
bomb is obtained, it is by no 
stretch of the imagination a 
weapon against the atomic bomb. 
Scientists pointed out that the 
beam is extremely powerful at 
close range, but its intensity de- 
creases rapidly with increasing 
distance. The beam is fixed with 
reference to the machine. Since 
the machine weighs 300 tons with- 
out auxiliary equipment, it is not 
portable or easily directible. 

The matter-creating machine is 
an impressive, massive, prosaic 
looking machine. It fs a huge, 
rectangular chunk of steel with a 
slot in the center in which is tuck- 
ed tightly an electrical sandwich 
two thin coils of heavy wire 
with a doughnut-shaped glass vac- 
uum tube between them. 

This steel block is housed in a

MAYOR APPEALS FOR BIGGER 
DONATIONS TO WAR CHEST 


Says Failure Would ‘Be Disastrous to Com- 
munity Pride’ and City’s 
Reputation. 


Alarmed at the poor showing 
made in the War Chest campaign 
to raise $5,265,000 in St. Louis and 
St. Louis county, Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann interrupted his vacation 
at Excelsior Springs, Mo., yester- 
day to issue a special statement. 

Viewing the threat of failure 
which confronts the drive as “a 
community emergency of the first 
magnitude” he declared, “If St. 
Louis fails by $700,000, as feared, 
it will be the first time during this 
national emergency that our citi- 
zens have fallen down on their 
civic responsibilities. It will be dis- 
astrous to both community pride 
and St. Louis’s reputation through- 
out the nation as America’s most 

civic-conscious city. It will hurt 
us in our program for attracting 
new business and industry to St.

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 20—In- 
creased pay rates, but longer 
hours of work witkout overtime 
pay, for workers in the automobile 
industry was suggested by C. E.

The CIO United Automobile 
Workers Union ig spearheading its 
demand that the automotive in- 
dustry increase pay rates by 30 per 
cent by negotiations now in prog- 
ress with General Motors. Wilson 
said, however, that he has not 
made his longer-hours suggestion 
to the union as a counter-propos- 
al, because, “the laws of the land 
are in the way of it.” 

Decision Up to Government. 
The head of General Motors in- 


lem of the industry could not be 
solved in negotiations with the 
union, but would have to be set- 
tled by the government. 

A few hours before meeting with 
reporters in Detroit, Wilson had 
been in conference at Washington 
yesterday with President Truman, 
he said. 

Asked if that conference had 
been satisfactory, Wilson replied 
that it had been, but added, “I 
am sort of a modest fellow, and 
I don’t expect too much.” 


Wilson predicted a atrike would 
take place at General Motors, now 
well along in reconversion to 
peacetime production of automo- 
biles. Stating a view common in 
the management of the automotive 
industry here, Wilson said the 
wage increase asked for by the 
union could not be granted unless 
the government allowed increases 
in the Office of Price Administra- 
tion ceiling prices for automobiles, 
The union, in making its demands, 
has stated that no, price increase 
Was necessary and that the in- 
crease could be paid out of profits. 

Significance was given Wilson's 
statement that he did not think 
the government would step in, in 
time to avoid strikes, in view of 
his recent interview with, Presi- 
dent Truman.

Drive on. Un-American 
Activities Committee 
Based on Threat to In- 
vestigate Analysts. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
A campaign to do away with the 
controversial House Committee In- 
vestigating un-American Activities 
has been started by its critics, 

The action was prompted by a 
threatened investigation by the 
committee of News analysts. Op- 
ponents of the committee declared | 
that such. an inquiry would be an 


attack on “freedom of speech and 
thought through the press and 
radio,” 

Representatives Patterson 
(Dem.), California, and Hook 
(Dem.), Michigan, are leaders of 
the movement to abolish with the 
committee. They asserted they 
have support of “a large group of 
liberals” in the House, 

Bill Introduced. 

Patterson introduced a bill late 
yesterday to accomplish their pur- 
pose. He told a reporter: 

“A large number of us have op- 
posed this committee right along, 
because it has a record which is 
un-American. 


“We are thoroughly sickened 
with it now, and it seems appro- 
priate to act when the committee 
starts to move in on our funda- 
mental freedoms. 

“The investigation of the news 
columnists and radio commenta- 
tors is a complete violation of the 
principle of free speech.* 

“When we intimidate people 
scrutinizing what they say, we are 
curtailing and suppressing their 
right to think in the open.” 

Round Robin Circulated. 

Hook reported that Patterson 
and he are circulating a round 
robin petition among members, 
calling on the Rules Committee 
to act on their legislation. It 
would strike from the House rules 
the section setting up the un- 
American investigation group. 

The study of output of news 
columnists and radio commenta- 
tors was announced this week by 
Ernest Adamson, committee coun- 
sel. He said the group wanted to 
scrutinize the writings and 
speeches to see “if they are sub- 
versive.” 

Several committee members 
told a reporter they planned to 
back Adamson in his move. 
Chairman Wood (Dem.), Georgia, 
commented that Adamson’s action 
was “merely a routine checkup, 
to help define what is un-Ameri- 
can and what is not.” Wood 
emphasized that no scripts, col- 
umns or their authors had been 
subpenaed by thé committee. 

Commenting on the move by 
Patterson and Hook, Representa- 
tive Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi, 
declared: “These attempts. to 
abolish this important committee 
will fail, as they have in the past. 
We are doing an important work 
and these people just don’t like it 
because it hits some of their 
friends.” 

Rankin led the fight in the 
House last January to set up the 
group as a successor to the com- 
mittee headed by former Repre- 
sentative Martin Dies (Dem.), 
Texas.

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Purdue Ends Ohio State’s §IX MISSOURI TIGERS SCORE; 


Streak, Winning, 35-13 KANSAS STATE CRUSHED, 


Victors 
On Top in 
The Big Ten 


COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 20 (AP)— 
Purdue’s unbeaten and _ untied 
Boilermakers wrote “the end” to- 
day to Ohio State’s football win- 
ning streak with a masterful ex- 
hibition which produced a 35 to 13 
victory over the Bucks, who had 
won their last 12 games. 

A huge outpouring of 73,585 fans 
saw the Boilermakers blast the 
Bucks from the opening whistle, 
and it wasn’t until the final period 
that Ohio State was able to score. 

It was the fifth straight triumph 
for the unbeaten and _ untied 
Boilermakers. . 


In conference games Purdue has 
beaten -Wisconsin, Iowa and the 
Buckeyes. 


The Boilermakers were almost 
letter perfect, ripping gaping 
holes in the Ohio line and operat- 
ing their deadly passing combina- 
tion of Bob DeMoss, to Bill Can- 
field with such precision they had 
the Bucks hanging on the ropes 
all the way. 

Purdue, now heading the Big 
Ten parade, scored in every pe- 
riod. Each touchdown was ma- 
nipulated beautifully. The Boiler- 
makers went 50 yards for the first 
tally, DeMoss’ passes to Norman 
Maloney, Canfield and Norb 
Adams setting it up for Ed Cody 
to smash over from the three-yard 
line. 

The second period wrote Ohio 
State’s doom as Purdue picked up 
16 more points with a devastating 
passing attack. Twice Canfield 
got in behind Ohio defense men 
to take DeMoss-thrown passes for 
touchdowns. The first was from 
the 37-yard line. The second was 
from the seven. Cody went over 
a few plays earlier in that series 
but the ball was called back for a 
penalty. 

Two more Purdue points came 
when Tom Hughes, who is from 
St. Louis and formerly played at 
Missouri U., broke through . to 
block Bob Dove's punt and Steve 
O'Dea was downed behind the 
goal line. Hughes was a terrific 
ball player all afternoon, 

Played even for most of the 
third period, Purdue suddenly 
broke loose again late in that 
round. Once more it was DeMoss’s 
throwing arm which set the stage. 
He heaved a 41-yard pass to Bob 
Heck to get things in shape for 
Cody to race 18 yards off tackle 
for the touchdown. 

The Bucks finally found touch- 
down territory midway in the final 
period when Harold Daugherty, 
operating from the Purdue 37, 
faded back to midfield and threw 
a 50-yard pass to Bud Kessler,

“Everything Is burned out as 
far as the eye can see,” he wrote 
to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward E. Haverstick, 7346 West- 
moreland drive. “Just imagine 
East St. Louis absolutely burned 
to the ground and you begin to 
get the idea.” 

The highly-industrialized area 
between Yokohama and Tokyo 
also has been nearly wiped out, 
Lt. Haverstick said. “We did not 
see a factory that was untouched 
and only a few were standing at 
all. In some districts, you could 
see for miles the paved streets 
with nothing but debris surround- 
ing’ them.” 

In Tokyo itself, the damage was 
less complete, as the accurate 
bombing left most government 
buildings and most of the im- 
perial palace grounds untouched, 
he wrote. Lt. Haverstick said 
the Japanese people exhibited 
mixed emotions toward Ameri- 
cans. Some were expressionless, 
others were sullen or fearful, and 
a few had an attitude of relief

TOKYO, Oct. 20. — Japanese 
geisha managers plan to spend 
30,000,000- yen ($2,000,000) to buy 
hew girls for entertaining Amer- 
ican occupation troops.

I learned this today when I 
visited Col. Ronald D. Hoover of 
Indianapolis, Ind., to find out 
how the geishas were faring in 
their “morality campaign.”

and meet some of them and be 
shown that the geishas were nice 
girls.

I asked Capt. Dibella, grinning 
behind his spectacles at the ques- 
tion he knew was coming, “Well, 
did they convince you that geisha 
girls are nice girls?” 

“Those we saw last night cer- 
tainly were nice,” he replied.

“Oh, they sang and danced and 
poured our beer,” he said.

Dibella turned me over to Gen- 
jiro Nomoto, who as vice president 
of the “Association of Recreation,” 
says he controls all Geisha girls 
and all restaurants in Tokyo. 

It was Nomoto who told me 
about the project of buying new 
girls to entertain the Yanks. 

To Have Total of 5000. 

He said he kad bought 1500 
already and planned eventually to 
increase their number to 5000. 
Nomoto explained that the Geisha 


girl may be a farmer’s daughter, 
a city high school girl, or might 
come from a variety of other en- 
vironments. Her family places 
her under contract for three years 
and receives the sale price. The 
girl, however, receives 40 per cent 
of all money she earns. Nomoto’s 
Association of Recreation takes 
40 per cent and supplies her with 
everything from kimonos to lip-. 
stick. The remaining 20 per cent’ 
goes to the expenses of her billet. 

In her spare time she attends 
classes in dancing, singing, flower 
arrangement, tea ceremony and 
etiquette. 

Nomoto declared: “The Japanese 
militarists oppressed us. We are 
happy that the Americans have 
come and are anxious to entertain 
you.” 

He said that he had plans for 
picnics on which geisha girls 
would accompany Yanks for such 
things as gathering grapes, straw- 
berries and chestnuts. Some geisha 
girls will be specially trained as 
partners for billiards, golf, tennis 
or shooting. 

The average price for a Geisha 
girl companion at dinner is about 
50 yen ($3.33). 

Hasn’t Army Backing. 

Nomoto has neither the backing | 
nor approval of the American 
army as a whole or any individ- 
ual officers for his plans. Like all 
Japanese with a problem, he is 
given a hearing. That is how I

And then what, I asked. 

“Well, then, there are the four 
other classes,” he said. “They are 
easy.”

A newspaper in the Deep South calls 
for an end of intolerance and the crea- 
tion of a world government brimming 
with brotherly love as the only road to 
peace. Yet the Deep South hardly con- 
cedes that the Civil War is over. 

Dr. Compton, Chancellor of Washing- 
ton University, says he worked almcst 
four years helping to perfect the atomic 
bomb in order to save us from the 
Axis. Now he is begging the world to 
gave us from the atomic bomb. 

United States newspapers and political 
housetop orators are terribly upset lest 
some German who took part in the war 
escape with his life, while insisting that 
all prominent United States war-mon- 
gers be compelled to take space in the 
crowded chambers of the immortals. 

Even the Post-Dispatch harbors a 
paradox without suspecting it. Almost 
each day it prints a feature story or edi- 
torial, urging the United States or Eng- 
land to be more considerate of Russia. 
Each evening, Hans von Kaltenborn, 
broadcasting over Radio Station KSD, 
which is owned by the Post-Dispatch, 
clubs Russia without mercy. Thus, we 
readers of the Post-Dispatch are tilted 
to the Left by the soothing words of its 
facile writers in the afternoon only to 
be tilted back again in the evening by 
that modest palladium of world destiny. 

The United States, confessing to be 
the world’s most humane government, 
spends two billion dollars to develop the 
atomic bomb, the most appalling mur- 
der device ever conceived by man, but 
pinches pennies in its aid for the con- 
trol of cancer. 

Although bristling with indignation at 
Nazi brutality, the United States de- 
stroys two Japanese cities and kills 
more than 100,000 innocent people with 
atomic bombs after Japan had asked for 
peace. 

United States editors, scientists and 
statesmen proclaim world government 
to be imperative and inevitable.

The Story of No. 1067 


It is pertinent to ask, now that the Govern- 
ment’s directive to Gen. Eisenhower on basic 
militagy, political and economic policies for the 
control of Germany has at last been published: 


Was it withheld so long because of pressure 
in high places to soften or sabotage the stiffness 
of the economic peace? 


Does publication now, six months after Direc- 
tive 1067 was issued, mean that we are finally 
prepared to pursue relentlessly the destruction 
of Germany’s industrial menace to the world? 


These questions bear mightily on the future 
of Europe, on the hope of international accord, 
on the urgent need for a meeting ground of mu- 
tual trust for the Big Three. They might never 
have been raised if our program for the eco- 
nomic defeat of Germany had been offered to 
the bright light of public opinion months ago. 


There has been so much back-room secrecy 
about this vital matter that it is necessary to 
reconstruct a series of events pertaining to terms 
for Germany before the whole picture falls into 
place. And, above all, it is necessary to remem- 
ber, in this connection, the warnings of Senator 
Kilgore and others that Germany, except for the 
United States, is still the outstanding machine 
shop of the world and that, within a few years, 
it could develop a war — greater than it 
had in 1939. 


Pointed Warning by Pauley 


Last week Reparations Commissioner Edwin 
Pauley, who seemed to be speaking for the Ad- 
ministration in a reassuring if somewhat circui- 
tous fashion, made an address in New York. He 
talked tough peace terms. He called extreme 
claims of German industrial needs “ridiculous.” 
And he added pointedly: 


“Can it be that an attempt is being made be- 
hind the scenes to preserve vast investments 
within Germany and to set up anew at the old 
stand which proved so profitable to the few 
and so disastrous to the many?” 


To the uninitiated, it sounded like double-talk. 
Who could be trying to scuttle the peace “be- 
hind the scenes”? Who had “vast investments” 
in the Reich? 


Mr. Pauley’s forceful address was followed by 
State Department release of Directive 1067. Many 
parts of it are outdated by subsequent plan- 
ning at Potsdam. But the economic and finan- 
cial pattern for ending the threat of war-geared 
Reich industry, subject to further planning on 
reparations which will affect the dispersal of 
many plants, is abundantly and unyieldingly 
clear. Its release now seems to be a roundabout 
Administration way of saying: We want no re- 
nascent Germany. We intend to hew. to the line 
of economic sternness. 


\ But back to Pauley’s speech: Was there ever 
any question that we might do otherwise?. Again 
the course of half-obscured events must be 
traced to the Continent and back. 


The definite purposes, scopes and objectives 
of 1067 were in Eisenhower’s hands last April. 
There could be no question of the orders it gave 
to prevent the production of goods in any way 
related to war, to carry thropgh “the industrial 
disarmament and demilitarization of Germany.” 


A Case of Divided Loyalties 


Some loose language pertaining to military se- 
curity might permit of weasel interpretation, but 
in the main the goals were clear, the sights were 
set and the General passed on clear instructions 
to his vast organization for military government 
and control. Directive 1067 was to be the Bae- 
decker of the American zone, with such modifi- 
cations as further directives should stipulate, and 


subject to any superseding agreements among 


the Big Three. 


But, for various reasons, many of the men re- 
cruited or reassigned during the spring and sum- 
mer considered the directive entirely too tough 
to enforce on the operational level.. Some were 
of the school which holds that a strong Ger- 
many is a bluffer against Bolshevism, embrac- 
ing the very philosophy that helped destroy the 
peace that followed World War I, Others were 
over-zealous to turn in good production rec- 
ords, even though it meant subverting economic 
directives and retaining Nazis in plants under 
their control. A third group, whether out of 
laziness, sympathy or pure political ignorance, 
found it easier to leave in high places German 
officials tarred black with the Nazi brush. 


But the fourth group gave cause for the most 


uneasiness. This was—and is—composed of men 
connected with American firms which had most 
unsavory kinships in the inter-war years with 
German industries, either through cartel agree- 
ments, through ownership of plants in Germany 
or through overt or undercover banking and 
brokerage liaisons. 


Men from Anaconda Copper, Westinghouse, 
du Pont, Socony, I. T. & T. subsidiaries, Interna- 
tional Business Machines, Dillon, Read & Co., 
General Motors Opelwerk, and similar concerns 
with great financial interest in German indus- 
try, were placed in what might be described as 
temptingly powetful positions. The choice of 
them was unwise, as was the similar pattern for 
choosing economic control experts for the Brit- 
ish zone. That their loyalties were divided be- 


tween a peace-winning program of industrial 


hardship for Germany and more personal con- 
siderations was inevitable, 


A Plan for Weaker Terms 


There were only glimpses of the pressure ex- 
erted in Frankfurt, later in Berlin and in Wash- 
ington, to modify 1067 and the Potsdam plan for 
rendering the Reich incapable of plotting an- 
other war. Finally, after the virtual breakdown 
of Russian faith in British and American inten- 
tions, it was revealed by New York Times Corre- 
spondent Raymond Daniell that a new lax peace 
plan not only existed, but had been turned over 
for study to Russia, Britain and France on 
Sept. 17. 


The Hoover-Draper report, prepared by a 
group of economic advisers including Gen, Wil- 
liam Draper, former Dillon, Read partner, and 
the former head of General Motors Opelwerk in 
Germany, suggested revision of previous eco- 
nomic plans, With bookkeeper-like reasonable- 
ness, it argued in a soft voice for balancing the 
German budget, setting up a 1932 standard of 
living for Germany, revising the reparations pro- 
gram, sustaining far more German industry than 
Potsdam envisaged and building up German ex- 
ports. It said, in effect, that the terms Potsdam 
imposed upon a nation that has bankrupted Eu- 
rope and bled white the whole Western world are 
impossible, “while still providing for the mini- 
mum German standard of living and costs for 
the occupying forces as required.” 


Surely neither consideration, in view of the 
desperate plight of the rest of Europe and the 
need for unity among the Big Three, should be 
allowed to overshadow the central problem of 
ending the old menace of Germany industry. 


It is reasonably safe to assume that such pro- 
posals from American economic experts, added 
to the tensions created by the atomic issue, did 
not inspire sweet and co-operative thoughts in 
the Russians attending the London Conference. 
In fact, Leland Stowe has deduced that the ap- 
parent Soviet obstructionism at the conference 
arose from suspicions that a soft Anglo-American 
policy toward German industry was in the mak- 
ing. 


War Is Not Fully Won 


Short of public reaffirmation by Mr. Byrnes 
or the President of our determination to clinch 


the peace in Germany and to stand firm against 


all dangerous importunings from those with 
other nations, the Pauley address and the re- 
lease of 1067 are gratifying. But in two respects 
these assurances are not wholly satisfactory. 


First, the Interdepartmental Policy Committee 
on Germany, which drafted 1067, was—as Repre- 
sentative Voorhis said on the floor of the House 
—‘‘mysteriously dissolved.” Its revival is es- 
sential if there is to be, in Washington, a body 
of experts in a position to police the whole pro- 
gram in detail on the basis of continuous reports 
from the American zone in Germany. 


Second, there was an important omission from 
1067 that is not easy to explain. A “detailed list 
of categories of Nazi war criminals and others 
who are to be arrested” was left out on the thin 
excuse that some had not yet been found. After 
all these months of occupation, it is either be- 
cause they cannot be found or because there 
is still a reluctance to proceed against certain 
industrialists and financiers who were the very 
foundation of the German scheme for conquest. 


It is sobering, and it may_strengthen us, to 
realize that we have to go on fighting to win the 
war. The battle is no longer against a fallen 
but a potentially powerful Germany. We are now 
at war with the weaknesses in ourselves. 


Buggy Ride for Aviation Bills 

There are fresh arguments for streamlining 
Congress, for ‘better research and staffing and a 
general overhaul of rules and committee pro- 
cedure, in almost every piece of legislation de- 
bated under the dome. A good example is the 
current consideration of airport planning. 

The Senate has passed the McCarran bill pro- 
viding for $75,000,000 a year for five years to 
match non-Federal state, city and municipal 
funds for airport building and development. The 
House is debating the Lea bill, which plans that 
$650,000,000 shall be spent over a period of 10 
years. Both bills as passed will then go to a 
joint committee to be compromised. They may 
or may not emerge in recognizable form. 

Both measures have sound features. The Lea 
bill calls for direct dealing between the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority and city, state or public 
agencies. The McCarran bill unwisely invites 
political manipulation by providing that all funds 
shall be channeled directly through state agen- 
cies, yet it does put small towns in a better po- 
sition to get engineering and financial help from 
the states. The way joint conference commit- 
tees have operated in the past, it is a pot-luck 
proposition whether the best features of both 
bills will be kept. It is doubtful that they will. 

In a reorganized Congress, with an ideal com- 
mittee setup, each bill would have been re- 
ferred to a transportation committee, thence to 
a subcommittee on aviation. Joint staffing, joint 
research, joint hearings, before the issue was 
even debated in either house, would have pre- 
pared for consideration a single piece of legisla- 
tion far more tightly and thoughtfully written, 
and would have saved hours of precious time for 
miserably overburdened legislators. 

The need for Federal funds as impetus to & 


national airport program is as unchallengeable,

A great many responsible people in Eng- 
land are worried over Anglo-American re- 
lations. The question arises in nearly 
every conversation, whether with Laborites 
or Conservatives, persons in or out of gov- 
ernment, 


The British are more concerned than 
ever before about American reactions to 
British moves. But especially they want to 
know, sometimes anxiously, sometimes with 
a note of truculence, why anti-British sen- 
timent has increased and become more vo- 
cal in*-America since the end of the war. 


They take it for granted that this is so, 
because many sharp American jabs at Brit- 
ain have been quoted here. 


Government Policies Agree 


The unhappy and pointless debate on 
which country contributed most to the 
struggle still goes on. The British did not 
cry over their sufferings while the fight 
was in progress. They don’t cry now. be- 
cause there is no end to their hardships. 
But they are wrought up almost to the 
point of tears at America’s “lack of com- 
prehension” of their sacrifices. 


Official relations between the two coun- 
tries were never better. There is no sub- 
stitute for the intimate friendship that 
united President Roosevelt and Mr. Church- 
ill. That was a unique relationship of ex- 
traordinary value as a wartime symbol. 
But the present harmony is unaffected by 
the plain speaking over the loan which 
everybody now expects to be satisfactorily 
negotiated in the end. 


In internationa] affairs, it is not too 
much to say that the policy of the Labor 
Government and popular sentiment in gen- 
eral are closer to ours than they have ever 
been. This is partly reaction to the Soviet 
intransigence in London and partly the ef- 
fect of some additions to “the American 
wing” in the Foreign Office, so called be- 
cause they are committed to the belief that 
the closest Anglo-American partnership is 
of transcendent importance. 


Uncle Shylock Again 


On the official level, there are currents 
of irritation against America and a misun- 
derstanding of our situation that matches 
our misunderstanding of theirs, 


“Sometimes I wonder what’s the good of 
all the missions of good will we exchange,” 
said an official of the Ministry of Informa- 
tion. “Both countries have made enormous 
efforts during the war to supply factual in- 
formation, pictures and contacts with the 


- aim of interpreting the ways of one people 


to the other. But here are Uncle Shylock, 
the dishonest broker, and a whole tribe of 
suspicious characters popping up again on 
both sides of the water.” 

The time is past when the British felt 
sure of their place in the world. Now they 
are more conscious of their insular posi- 
tion than of their empire. In debt to India, 
in debt to the Dominions, in debt to the 
United States, they feel poor and depend- 
ent, especially on us. 

Naturally the feeling is galling for a na- 
tion brought up to think of itself as the 
banker of the world. Naturally, too, they 
cannot understand why Americans fail to 
see what they, as former bankers, perceive 
so clearly—that, if British consumption is 
kept at the present level and production 


} 


cannot be resumed, there will be no large- 
scale revival of world trade and a very 
temporary prosperity for the United States. 

They under-estimate our problems and 
over-estimate our wealth. A lot of ordi- 
nary Britishers think of the United States 
as a place of inexhaustible resources. Mul- 
titudes of young people would go there if 
they could, 


No Question of Jealousy 


Fifty thousand war brides—proof enough 
that a good many GIs get on with the Eng- 
lish—are petitioning Downing Street and 
storming the American Embassy, demand- 
ing boats to get to their husbands. A Ca- 
nadian soldier watching the demonstration 
predicted that half of them would be back. 
“They expect too much,” he said, “chro- 
mium kitchens, penthouses and the like. 
They think the U.S.A, is all Hollywood.” 


But what troubles the British most is not 
that America has inherited the wealth and 
power they once wielded, but uncertainty 
as to what we intend to do with them. 


The fear persists that the United States 
wants to pull out of Europe as soon as pos- 
sible. British correspondents in Germany 
frequently sound this note of alarm. They 
suggest that we are so impatient to get out 
of our zone and the Russians so intent on 
stripping theirs that only the British have 
any concern for the economic recovery of 
Europe, 


Effect on British Plans 


This theme is increasingly stressed. A 
writer in Horizon puts in a sentence what 
many Britishers are saying: “France, Italy, 
Germany, Austria are now but names to 
many of the Americans and Russians who 
are their custodians; never have occupying 
armies had less use for the countries they 
invest.” 


It should be underlined that the last 
thing Britain wants is to be left glone in 
Europe or to preside over half of the Con- 
tinent while Russia presides over the other 
half. But it is easy to understand that any 
doubt about our active interest tends to 
make British policy less sure and positive 
than it would otherwise be. 


It has nothing to do with American par- 
ticipation in the United Nations. Nobody 
doubts that we are cast for the leading 
role in that organization. Misgiving con- 
cerns the length of our stay and hence the 
persistence of our interest in the adminis- 
tration and reconstruction of Europe. 


The proposed establishment of the seat 
of the United Nations in America deepens 
the apprehension in Britain that we prefer 
to take the long-distance view. This is one 
reason the British want to keep the head- 
quarters where the most pressing interna- 
tional] problems are.

Grim Facts on China’s Poverty 
Show Need for Real Liberation 


“Earth-Bound China,” by Hsaio-tung Fel and Chih-t 
Chang. (University of Chicago Press, Chicage.) 
Here is one of those rare scholarly works 

written strictly for academic consumption 

that raises itself to the very different and 
sometimes more important level of being 
economics for popular consumption, These 
two scholars, both from National Yunnan 

University, have by-passed the confused po- 

litical questions of China today to grasp at 

first hand the factor that is always China: 
land, 

They have drawn out the anatomies of 
three specific villages in the interior, near 
Kunming. They are typical of the vital 
economy of this nation of 450,000,000, which, 
despite its size, has a population density of 
400 to the square mile. The three towns 
are Luts’un (which is a community of small 
landowners); Yits’un (which is strictly ru- 
ral); and Yuts’un (characterized by its ad- 
ditional traffic in commerce, for it out- 
produces its own needs). 

In the facts on these towns, the reader 
gains full realization of the primitive, mar- 
ginal way in which the average Chinese 
makes his daily bread—of the antiquated, 
outmoded, inadequate equipment on Chi- 
nese farms. For this handicap, the Chi- 
nese farmer must make up with his bare 
hands. There isn’t the intensity of feeling 
about the poverty of China one would find 
in a political book, but the revealing sta- 
tistics are there. 

. . * 

The authors also indirectly tell us a good 
deal about Chinese village and family life. 
They tell of the scourge of the tax-leviers 
who give nothing in return; of opium and 
its effect on poverty-dulled lives; of the rea- 
sons for large families—chief of which is 
the necessity of more hands and backs to 
do the work necessary to feed a Chinese 
family. 

The minor industries discussed in “Earth- 
Bound China” are on the same level. They 
operate for excessive profits, use ancient 
equipment, and the laborers in them are 
worse off than slaves because—as in pre- 
Civil War America—the mill-owner has lit- 
tle interest in whether they live or die, 
with labor so plentiful. 

This book, in a sober, scholarly way, is 
another evidence of the vast task ahead if 
we are to liberate the Orient in the true 
sense—liberate it, not from the cut-rate im- 
perialism of a nation like Japan (itself pov- 
erty-stricken), but from an antiquated po- 
litical and economic system.

There remain on the Continent today fewer than 2,000,000 Yank 
soldiers. By June, it is planned to have reduced the total to about 
700,000, of whom half will be service troops.

The deterioration is not merely in number, but even more dis- 
astrously in quality. Back over the Atlantic have flooded a majority 
of the superb divisions which stormed across western Europe from 
the channel beachheads to the Elbe river. 


In their stead are hordes of re- 
placement units without combat 
experience who are therefore par- 
ticularly amenable to the wiles of 
fraternization. They have never 
fought the German soldier and 
have no first-hand knowledge of 
his courage, tenacity and treach- 
ery. They have never seen their 
closest buddies shot in the back 
by Nazi snipers who, having spent 
their last cartridge, then came 
down grinning from their trees 
with gladsome cries of “Kamerad.” 


Susceptible to Girls. 


They have never beheld German 
infantrymen pretending to surren- 
der to entice the Yanks into the 
open, then mow them down with 
hidden machine guns. They do, 
however, meet thousands of pretty 
Teutonic damsels whose natural 
male associates of their own age 
and race are either dead or in con- 
centration camp, who are of the 
north European type familiar at 
home and who demonstrate un- 
bridled enthusiasm over the dis- 
pensers of candy, chocolate, cigar- 
ettes and soap. 

This wholesale withdrawal of ef- 
fective combat forces has given 
rise to questions of disturbing mo- 
ment. In its frantic haste to re- 
turn to its isolated domestic af- 
fairs, Frenchmen in _ particular 
ask, will the United States be guil- 
ty of handing over the continent 
to Soviet Russia with its system 
of Marxist economics and millions 
of soldiers?

German Faces Show Feelings. 


That thought must give new 
heart and hope to the thousands 
of German men and women who 
may be seen trudging along Ber- 
lin’s foggy, ruined streets, their 
faces bitter with despair, twitch- 
ing with involuntary hatred at the 
sight of a Yank uniform or dark- 
ening with shame at the spectacle 
of their own girls laughing and 
flirting with admiring doughboys. 

The United States has proved it 
can explode into colossal but short- 
termed outbursts of global energy, 
but is America capable of a sus- 
tained and far-reaching military 
program and consequently of its 
necessary dependency, a protract- 
ed, long-sighted foreign policy? 
Above all, is the United States 
again preparing, as in 1919, to 
take flight from its obligations 
and duties as a world power? 

After Germany’s surrender, Con- 
gress was deluged with missives 
from constitutents which said in 
effect “get my boy home—or else.” 
Being Congressmen, the recipients 
of these letters were thrown into 
a panic and brought such pres- 
sure on the War Department, 
which knew better, that it was 
unable to resist. The doughboys 
themselves, often with three or 
four years of arduous and bloody 
service abroad, naturally were des- 
perate to get back to the civilian 
way of life.

As civilian workers, the Ameri- 
cans employ men over 50, who are 
said to be so weak from years of 
hunger that it takes six to do one 
man’s job. 

Yank engineers give the highest | 
praise to the competence and in- 
tegrity of the German industrial 
executives and Nazi prisoners of 
war. The latter are declared by 
the Americans to be the best labor 
they eyer employed. Many agree 
that a comparative rating of in- 
dustrial efficiency would list Ger- 
man captives at 100, G.L’s at 80. 


On this level of business and ad- 
ministrative association occurs 
virtually all the fraternizing be- 
tween Americans and German 
men. The relations are generally 
courteous but formal. Any touch 
of personal warmth or approach 
to friendship is unctiliously 
avoided. For the average Yank, 
some German men are not bad, 
but all are “krauts” under the 
skin. 

In addition there are contacts 
with German men of the serving 
class, such as waiters, hotel work- 
ers and civilian drivers. The Ger- 
man menials, through long gen- 
erations of training, are naturally 
obsequious. They add a special 
deference in the case of the Amer- 
icans who control their livelihood 
and who, if in a good humor, may 
let fall the priceless crumbs of 
Yank rations. 

From this class, with which 
they have constant association, the 
Americans mostly get the impres- 
sion that Germans cringe and 
fawn. 


U. S. Women Aloof. 


One type of fraternization seems 
to be totally unknown. That is be- 
tween American women and Ger- 
man men. There are’troops of 
American women in the Reich 
such as Wacs, military nurses, 
Red Cross girls, military govern- 
ment clerks and UNRRA secre- 
aries. They are so popular and in 
such demand by their own officers 
and enlisted men that they can af- 
ford to disdain the blandishments, 
if any, of German suitors. 

For the doughboy, fraternization 
has only one meaning. It is 
strictly a biological term which 
may be translated delicately as 
courtship. It refers exclusively to

SHALL’S message of encour- 
agement to Corregidor came 
at a time when we all needed a 
lift, not only because of the shell- 
ing and the outlook but because 
of a grim bit of symbolism which 
thousands of us had witnessed 
shortly after 3 o’clock that after- 
noon of April 18, 1942, when our 
Flag became a casualty for a few 

minutes, 

The Flag flew from a 100-foot 
pole at the highest point of The 
Rock. During an intense bom- 
bardment from one of the.enemy’s 
240 mm. batteries on the tip of 
Bataan a shell fragment struck 
the pole and cut the. halyard. 

Slowly, terribly, the Flag began 
to descend down the pole as if 
drawn by some ghostly and pro- 
phetic hand, and most of those 
crouching in their batteries and 
holes looked .at it as if it were 
the very sign of our doom. 

But as the Flag came down the 
pole and neared the ground three 
men raced to the bottom of the 
shaft in the midst of the furious 
shelling. They were Capt. Brew- 
ster G. Gallup, T-Sgt. Ezra Smith 
and a Philippine civilian named 
Honorio Punongbayen. 

Simultaneously they gathered in 
armsful of the falling Flag just 

it touched the ground. 
Working fast and bravely, they 
repaired the broken halyard, 
raised the Flag again and ran 
back to shelter. I gave all of 
them the Silver Star, for what 
they had done was not only cour- 
ageous but helped the battered 
Rock’s morale beyond any words. 
We were still in there pitching, 


regained the top of the pole and 
stood out briskly in the breeze 
from the bay. 

The pace of the shelling and 
bombing now quickened. If pos- 
sible, the shelling was worse than 
the uncontested aerial attacks. 
The shelling from Cavite with the 
long-range 105 mm, guns could, by 
itself, do no great damage to our 
installations in the bay. But their 
240 mm. howitzers firing from Ba- 
taan were something else. They 
made our lives a hell, 

The Bataan peninsula is covered 
with a dense, tropical growth 
whose trees often stand more than | 
100 feet high. Enemy batteries 
under those trees employed 
smokeless powder and were there- 
fore almost impossible for our 
range-finders to locate. On the 
other hand, Jap observation posts 
atop the 4700-foot Mariveles Moun- 
tains near the tip of Bataan, as 
well as Jap observation balloons 
and prowling aircraft, made it 
easy for their gunners to correct 
their fire on our batteries and 
other critical targets. 

It was a dishearteningly unequal 
artillery fight, made more unequal 
by the fact that our batteries were 
under almost perpetual attack by 
enemy bombers. Some of the Jap 
planes were dropping bombs as 
heavy as a ton, certainly no aid 
to careful marksmanship on our 
art. 

The shelling never really stopped 
during the entire 27-day Battle of 
Corregidor. Night brought no 
surcease. That is a simple sen- 
tence which in no way can con- 
vey the terror and the morale- 
rotting which the Jap artillery 
batteries visited upon us. .No 
place on The Rock was a suitable 
haven except the inner recesses 
of Malinta Tunnel, and we could 


‘not fight back from the Tunnel, 
nor could it nor more than a

fraction of our men and women. 

Four of their artillery hits 
stand out especially in my mem- 
ory of those helpless days and 
nights. 

One shell hit a Marine com- 
pany mess while the men were 
lined up for their meager suppers, 
killing and wounding 75 of those 
gallant fighters. Another struck 
in the midst of a group of men 
on Fort Frank assembled to re- 
ceive innoculation. The third hit 
the enlisted men’s mess at the 
west entrance to the Tunnel, 

But the one that scored directly 
on Battery Geary was perhaps the 
worst. It wiped out not only the 
gunners but also broke up seven 
of the 12 heavy mortars capable 
of firing at Bataan, Another was 
severely damaged. 


the damage, which clearly showed 
the tremendous power of the Jap 
shell. A 10-ton barrel from one 
of our guns had been picked up 
like matchwood by the explosion 
and thrown 150 yards uphill to 
the cratered golf course. 


For a week after the fall of 
Bataan I would permit none of 
our guns to fire against the tip 
of the Peninsula. For six days 
of that week, the Japs fired at 
us from that point, but I feared 
that if we returned the fire it 
might fall among my captured 
men. [I found out later that even 
when we did fire, after the week 
of grace, we did wound some of 
our men, including Lé&.~ Col. Bob 
Lindsey, who had been my old 
I Corps artillery officer. 


However, even death from our 
Shells might have been welcomed 
by some of our men at that time, 
if they had been able to know 
what was in store for them, For 
by April 15 the almost unbeliev-

Craft May Resemble Arrowhead, Flying

Backward—Wings to Be Thin and 
Set at Sharp Angles.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 — Get 
your ears and eyes adjusted for a 
new era in aviation. 

You will be hearing about Mach 
numbers instead of miles per 
hour, and hours instead of miles 
when speaking of range. 

And you won't believe the 
things you'll see flying around— 
if you can see them at all at the 
altitudes which will be common. 

This is not something in the 
distant future. Aircraft design 
engineers already talk like that 
about warplanes now on drawing 
boards and in wind test tunnels. 

It is, however, confined to mili- 
tary planes at the present and 
likely to be that way for a long 
time. 

Wellwood E. Beall, Boeing’s en- 
gineering vice president, the man 
largely responsible for the B-29, 
says the new era will make the 
present look like the kiddie car 
age of flying. He can't disclose 
any details. Like other aircraft 
companies, Boeing is working on 
future warplanes which must re- 
main secret. 

Gen. Marshall Quoted. 

However, the Army Chief of 
Staff, Gen. George C. Marshal] re- 
cently quoted Gen. Arnold, air 
forces chief, as reporting that 
within a few years bombers would 
fly 500 to 600 miles an hour at 
altitudes above 40,000 feet and be 
able to hit targets 1500 miles away. 

Arnold told Marshall also that 
conventional fighters now fly 500 
miles an hour with combat ranges 
of 1300 miles (a straight line 
range of perhaps more than 3000 
miles) and added: 

“Improvement in our jet fighters 
may well produce within five 
years an aircraft capable of the 
speed of sound and reaching tar- 
gets 2000 miles away at altitudes 
‘above 50,000 feet. When the bar- 
rier of ‘compressibility’ has been 
hurdled, as it surely will be, there 
is no practicable limit to the speed 
of piloted aircraft.” 

Compressibility effect is the dis- 
turbance which results at the 
point where air slows down after 
it has attained or exceeded the 
speed of sound. The shock waves 
which result can have a very de- 
structive effect. To eliminate 
or decrease the abruptness of 
such deceleration, high speed 
wings will be very thin and wider 
than present wings. 

Sub-sonic; trans-sonic and super- 
sonic have only recently become 
popular terms in discussing air- 
craft speeds. “Sonic” refers to 
the speed of sound. Under so- 
called standard conditions (sea 
level air pressure and a temper- 
ature of 59 degrees Fahrenheit) 
sub-sonic speeds are those up to 
, 685 miles an hour, trans-sonic be- 
tween 685 and 838, and super-sonic 
those above 838, 

Aviation has been in the sub- 
sonic range, with no trouble from 
compressibility until recent years. 
Ordnance experts have been work- 
ing in the super-sonic range for 
a long time. The great unknown 
is the trans-sonic range. 

A bullet goes beyond” those 
troublesome limits too rapidly to 
be affected seriously. Aircraft 
may have to be made to fly with- 
in them. However, before they 
can be made to fly fast enough 
to reach the relative calm of 
super-sonic speeds. 


| 


The Mach number, named for 
Dr. Ernest Mach, an Austrian 
who made fundamental observa- 
tions on fast moving projectiles, 
represents the speed at which air 
flowing past a given part of an 
airplane attains the speed of 
sound. 

This number remains constant 
regardless of the changes in alti- 
tude and temperature. The same 
idea expressed in miles per hour 
would cal] for a different figure 
with every change in altitude or 
temperature, 

A Mach number of one is 761 
miles an hour (the speed of sound, 
midway in the trans-sonic range) 
under standard conditions. At 
higher altitudes and lower tem- 
peratures, the speed of sound is 
less, but the effects would be the 
same and the Mach number would 
be unchanged. . 

Time will become more and 
more a measure of distance as 
military aircraft become more pre- 
dominantly jet-propelled. Jet pow- 
er operates most efficiently at its 
top speed, Jet engines are not 
throttled back for economy like 
conventional gasoline engines. 

Thus a warplane with two 
hours’ fuel has a two-hour range, 
the actual miles being determined 
by the Mach number. 

You can draw any picture you 
like for the shape of things to 
come just so you keep it thin and 
smooth. 

An airplane may look very much 
like an arrowhead—the Germans 
had jet fighters in that general 
shape — but the arrow may be 
going backward. Wings will be 
thin and set at sharp angles to 
the fuselage. The fuselage will be 
ee in proportion and slick as 
ce. 

This calls for complete redesign 
of everything in and about air- 
planes. Guns must not protrude, 
radio and radar antenna must be 
taken inside or redesigned to have 
aerodynamic qualities equalling 
that of the wing itself, 

Flaps to Be Larger. 

Engines must be buried in the 
fuselage or the tail. Flaps, which 
help a “hot” plane take off and 
land at lower speeds, will get 
larger. Ailerons must find a new 
spot, and probably will pop out of 
the wing. 

Pressurization of cabins will be 
standard. 

Not all of the problems concern 
the airplane itself. Speeds will be 
such that human crews cannot 
react quickly enough. Maneuvering 
the aircraft may be turned over’to 
electronics, with crew members 
merely supervising. 

Guns may have to be fired only 
to the side and rear. Head-on ap- 
proaches may be too fast to at- 
tempt. 

For engine builders the problems 
include capacity for vast amounts 
of air. 

A conventional engine uses 
about 15 pounds of air for each 
pound of fuel. A jet engine uses 
up to 60 pounds. That air has to 
be compressed into relatively small 
ducts, and its speed increases 
sharply under the compression. 
This may cause “duct rumble,” 
which makes wrecks of the duct. 

The United States is not yet 
equipped to make full tests in 
supersonic speeds, although the 
National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics is building a wind 
tunnel for the job. The Germans 
had tunnels for tests up to four 
Mach numbers. 


BOOK TELLS OF VAST 
D-DAY SUPPLY JOB 


“Almost Nothing Went Ac- 
cording to Schedule,” 
Account Relates. 


- 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
“American Enterprise in Europe” 
is the title of a book written by 
Lt. Col. Randolph Leigh and dis- 


tributed to 1,000,000 members of 
the Army Service Forces in Eu- 
rope. Frank to the point of ad- 
mitting that “almost nothing went 
according to schedule” on D-day, 
the book tells of errors and 
heroics, of misery and glory, of 
the commonplace and the spec- 
tacular. 

Col, Leigh’s book discloses for 
the first time much that here- 
tofore was classified as secret. 

It tells, for example, that during 
the storm which began June 19 
the 1,500,000-ton artificial harbor, 
which had been towed from Eng- 
land to Omaha beach by 158 sea- 
going tugs, was completely 
wrecked, Fifteen thousand tons 
of shipping were lost — greater 
material losses than had been suf- 
fered as a result of German ac- 
tion on D-day, two weeks before. 

Losses in Weapons. 

It tells that the German counter- 
offensives of December, 1944, re- 
sulted in American losses of 22,- 
259 rifles and other small arms, 
7012 mortars and machine guns, 
782 pieces of artillery, both towed 
and self-propelled; 13,820 binocu- 
lars, compasses and watches; 10,- 
478 trucks and trailers and 1349 
tanks, armored cars and half- 
tracks. 

It tells how one night in early 
August, 1944, the stock of rein- 
forcement infantry riflemen on 
the continent got down to one sol- 
itary man. Only the arrival next 
morning of a shipload of riflemen 
saved what might have become a 
serious situation. 

It tells also a story of proud ac- 
complishment — of “heavy tasks, 
generally prosaic and often miser- 
able.”

Number Relatively Small. 

By April 30, 1945, the strength 
of §.0.8. in Europe had grown 
to more than 900,000 men and 
women.

Nearly six times as mich ma- 
terial per man was needed in 
World War II as in World War I. 
The supply tonnage of World War 
I was 8,346,342, of which approx- 
imately half was shipped from 
the United States.

Unlike World War I, 
there were not ports to receive 
the first shipments. Railways, 
tunnels and canals were sabotaged, 
highways bombed. 

Not until the great port of Ant- 
werp was opened could facilities 
begin to be compared with those 
which existed in the first world 
war,

The control of the atomic 
bomb, coupled with important 
strengthening of its powers, could 
be that vitality. To admit now 
that war is inevitable, is to forfeit 
the game before the contest has 
begun. | 

“Our common sense should tell 
us that an enemy which chooses, 
and it would choose, to attack us 
in-peace time as did Japan with- 
out our knowledge, can plant 
bombs in all our large cities and 
wipe out one-third of our popula- 
tion in one night, just by way of 
declaring war. Or if one chooses 
to speculate, a single fleet of 500 
planes could, in peace time, with- 
out any warning, drop sufficient 
bombs to destroy our cities and 
our industrial powers. 

“There are those who say that 
the bomb is a secret and that we 
must keep it for our own protec- 
tion and for the peace of the 
world. We paid for it, we found 
it, why shouldn’t we keep it, and 
besides we are good people. We 
should be trusted for the good of 
mankind, 


Testimony of Scientists. 


“In opposition to this popular 
conception; we have the word of 
the scientists themselves, practi- 
cally all of them, that there” is 
nothing secret about the bomb ex- 
cept the industrial process of 
manufacture and that any one of 
several industrial nations prob- 
ably can produce bombs in from 
3 to 5 years. Further, it is common 
knowledge that the scientists of 
many nations, men and women 
from Italy, Germany, Denmark and 
England, to mention only a few, 
contributed to the production of 
the atomic bomb. This discovery 
is ours only in a limited sense, 
Our money would have been fruit- 
less without the brains of others. 
But even if we had found it by our 
efforts alone, is it possible that we 
regard this.cosmic discovery as a 
mere chattel for our personal use? 
To those good citizens who think 
the peoples of the world should 
trust us to use the bomb to pro- 
tect them, I can only say that I 
am sure those other peoples dis- 
agree. 

“It is already clear that the 
Russians have some doubts about 
the stability and security of such 
a world. More than words will be 
necessary to convince them, We 
should ask ourselves, would we be 
content to entrust our lives and 
fortunes to the Russians if they 
alone had the atomic bomb? I 
agree that we have, on the whole, 
been a relatively peaceful, and 
non-aggressive people, but ‘there is 
no guarantee that we shall remain 
so. In fact, I have heard of some 
people who advocate our immedi- 
ate attack upon potential enemies, 
and one prominent general re; 
cently asserted publicly, in no un- 
certain terms, that a third war is 
inevitable. With whom is it i 
evitable, we may well ask. I do 
agree that such foolish talk is 
calculated better than anything I 
know to induce another war. But 
regardless of these considerations, 
a peaceful and decent society has 
never been and is not likely in the 
near future, to be founded solely 
upon the assurances of individuals 
or the good ‘will of peoples. 
Throughout the long and troubled 
history of mankind, the only or- 
‘ganizations which have been suc- 
cessful in providing security for 
human beings, have been based 
upon law. 


Fundamental Disequilibrium. 

“The discovery and use of 
atomic energy has dramatized in 
a highly effective manner a fact 
that many observers had already 
sensed. hat fact is the funda- 
mental disequilibrium that has 
gradually grown up between the 
natural sciences and the art (some 
say science) of government. Re- 
grettable as the use of the atomic 
bomb may have been in. the 
opinion of some people, it may 
well be that without the awful 
warning of -{firoshima, the world 
might have stumbled along into 
the atomic age without any re- 
alization of its arrival and, there- 
fore, without the shock necessary 
to arouse it a realization of the 
danger and cémpel action before 
it is too late. Hiroshima provided 
that shock and I do not think it 
is too late. There is the ques- 
tion of whether or not we have 
the intelligence and courage to 
adopt the proper means of con- 
trol within the short time of our 
disposal. In other words, can we 
bring back into balance the art of 
government and natural science? 
Can we readjust the disequilibri- 
um which has been~growing for 
approximately 170 years. 

“Throughout this period no im- 


League of Nations. On the con- 
trary, nationalism and the prin- 
ciple of absolute national sov- 
erelgnty were enormously en- 
hanced in every land. During this 
period when science was rapidly 
reducing the world to a small 
community and making it interde- 
pendent econqmically and socially, 
nothing whatever occurred polit- 
ically to compensate for this 
change. In a very rgal sense, I 
think it may be said that both 
world wars were the logical con- 
sequence of this disequilibrium. 
“It should not require an ex- 
tended argument to persuade any- 
one that something is seriously 
wrong with our world order. Two 
world wars within a quarter cen- 
tury should be sufficient proof. 
Likewise, it should be clear that 
the trouble is the lack of any law 
or rules of comduct, agreed upon 
and binding, as among all nations. 
This void in the international field 
must be filled either by reason 
and agreement, or by force, as at- 
tempted by the Germans; the al- 


ternative to a system of law for 
differences is 
constantly recurring warfare of 


the settlement of 
rapidly increasing destructiveness. 


“To me, it seems clear that the 
medieval political status 


we discarded the horse and buggy, 


not over night, but by stages as 


we develop thé appropriate ma- 
chinery. We have, in a very lim- 
ited sense, already begun the 
progress in the creation of the 
United Nations organization. But 
this organization provides us only 


with a skeleton machinery with- 
out life and vitality. Before it 
can become an effective instru- 


mentality it must be given more 
definite and certain powers, 


“The greatest defect of the char- 
ter, which was quite clear at the 


time of its adoption, is the require- 
ment of unanimity of the five big 
powers on all matters of impor- 
tance. At the time of San Fran- 
cisco this requirement was appar- 
ently indispensable to obtaining 
agreement. ” 


System of Inspection. s 


“However, since the atomic 
bomb, it may well be that all the 
nations will agree that, at least 
in the field of armaments and 
especially the production of atomic 
weapons, a complete and definite 
power to inspect and _ control 
throughout the world should be 
given the organization. This 
power should be carefully limited, 
but within its proper limits it 
must be positive and complete or 
there can be no confidence in its 
efficacy. The scientists who are 
familiar with the theory and 
techniques of nuclear physics 
should act as the agents of the 
organization to maintain a con- 
tinuous system of inspection and 
reporting. By an extensive sys- 
tem of exchange of students and 
of industrial scientists, together 
with unrestricted access to indus- 
trial records of various kinds, it 
should be possible to know of any 
serious effort to avade the rules 
pertaining to atomic weapons. 

“T feel very strongly that the 
path of wisdom is not. secretive- 
ness and suspicion, but is the 
widest possible dissemination of 
scientific knowledge, coupled with 
an efficient stem of control. 
If many people in all advanced 
nations know something about 
nuclear physics, it will be diffi- 
cult to prepare secretly for an 
aggressive attack upon an unsus- 
pecting neighbor. On the other 
hand in an atmosphere of sus- 
picion and secrecy, each nation, 
naturally and inevitably will sus- 
pect every other nation of pre- 
paring an attack and sooner or 
later someone will no longer en- 
dure the suspense of impending 
annihilation. 


“T do not pretend to be qualified 
to describe to you the exact na- 
ture of regulations which would be 
adequate to insure the world 
against the possibility of a sudden 
devastating atomic-bomb attack by 
some future Hitler, The details 
of such rules are for the scientists 
themselves. One problem is. to 
reconcile legitimate research and 
use of atomic energy with the pre- 
vention of illegitimate production 
for aggressive purposes. 


“The greatest difficulty is, I be- 
lieve, not in the technical problem, 
but in the problem of obtaining 
from the various government the 
authority for the agents of the 
United Nations to enter and in- 
spect as a matter of right. 

“The great obstacle to this step 
is the ancient and antiquated con- 
cept of sovereignty. The absolute 
sovereignty. of nations is utterly 
inconsistent with the _ establish- 
ment among nations of any laws 
with sufficient force to give con- 
fidence in their effectiveness to 
the peoples of the earth. For cen- 
turies treaties and compacts have 
been made among nations, but 
whenever a nation believes its 
vital interests are threatened it 
always ignores the treaty. We 
have pretended that treaties are 
binding but at the same time we 


under 
which we operate is obsolete and 
that it must be discarded just as 


has never been solved. The only 
solution that I can conceive of is 
the recognition, by all nations, 
that at last the time has arrived 
for all of us to delegate certain 
and definite power over arma- 
ments to the United Nations or- 
ganization. Safeguards and limi- 
tations should be carefully worked 
out and agreed upon, Disputes 
of any kind relating to the sub- 
ject should be under the compul- 
sory jurisdiction of the interna- 
tional court, and every nation, and 
every individual in every nation, 
must be subject to the verdict of 
the court. If a nation, or individ- 
uals within a nation 
prove to be recalcitrant, then the 
full power of the organization col- 
lectively and severally should be 
pledged to the enforcement of 
the judgment. 
Only Possible Method. , 

“T> those who object that this 
is setting up a world government, 
I can only reply that call it what 
you will, there is no other prin- 
ciple with the slightest chance of 
success in the control of the 
atomic bomb. All other methods 
of controlling armaments and 
preventing wars have been tried. 

“It is entirely vain to say that 
we shall renounce the use of the 
bomb or that we shall outlaw it by 
treaty. The very words ‘to out- 
law’ as between sovereign nations 
are a fraud. There is no law in 
the real sense between sovereign 
nations and it is fallacious to 
speak of outlawing any practice 
they may believe to be their ad- 
vantage to use. It is just barely 
possible that atomic power is so 
deadly that all people will be afraid 
to use it, but this is a very faint 
hope upon which to erect a decent 
and peaceful world. If it is so 
| deadly, why should be object to a 
strict regulation of it by the 
United Nations organization? 

“To those Americans who find 
so much _ satisfaction in the 
thought that we alone have the 
bomb and at least for three to 
five years no other will have it, 
I repeat that the scientists are 
unanimous in the opinion that the 
principles are not secret and that 
the industrial. ‘know how’ cannot 
be kept a secret for long. In ad- 
dition, they should ponder the 
physical organization of our in- 
dustry and the location of our 
population. 

“Our great cities which contain 
a third of our population and a 
much greater percentage of our 
industry are perfect targets for 
atomic bombs. The 20 largest met- 
ropolitan areas contain 40 million 
people, In one night of carefully 
planned attack without warning, 
we could be paralyzed. Compared 
to the dispersion of Russian in- 
dustry and population, we are in- 
finitely more vulnerable. It is not 
so much the ability to make great 
quantities of the bombs above an 
essential minimum that would 
count in an atomic war, rather is 
it the ruthlessness and the will to 
attack first, without provocation, 
that would be decisive. 

U. 8. Would Not Strike First. 

“Does anyone believe that Amer- 
ica, with its history of reluctance 
to make war, with its aversion 
to militarism, will be the first to 
attack? The very qualities which 
inspire our devotion to this coun- 
try are the ones which make it 
the most vulnerable in a war of 
atomic bombs. 

“One of the most desirable and 
attractive qualities of these United 
States before this war was the 
freedom and open-handedness, the 
easy hospitality of the people, 
both socially and commercially. 
Having been permitted to grow to 
maturity without outside interfer- 
ence, and with no hereditary ene- 
mies, we were not a suspicious 
people. I for one would dislike to 
sec this quality destroyed. Not 
only does it make life egreeable, 
but if it can be preserved with- 
out danger to our security I be- 
lieve it will induce, in time, a re- 
ciproca] trust and friendliness in 
others. If we are suspicious and 
distrustful of others we must ex- 
pect the same in return and that 
road leads to trouble. 

“The hope for America, and for 
the world, does not lie along the 
road of secret methods of destruc- 
tion or more and bigger arma- 
ments. I do not suggest disarma- 
ment in the world as it is now 
constituted. The only hope lies 
in the application to all men of 
the principles of law, which are 
the only principles that have ever 
brought peace to mankind. 

“We have at hand, the rough 
skeletal machinery to begin our 
task. It is the kind of opportunity 
which is not likely to come to a 
people more than once. A great 
poet, many years ago, described 
our present opportunity in these 
fitting words: 

“"There is a tide in the affairs 
of men—which— 

Taken at the flood leads on to 
fortune... 

On such a full sea are 

afloat. 

And we must take the current 
when it serves 

Or lose our ventures.’”

CIVILIAN WARTIME BUYING 
UP IN U.S., DOWN IN BRITAIN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
Wartime per capita purchases of 
civilian goods and services rose 10 
to 15 per cent above the 1938 
level in the United States and 
Canada, the Combined Production 
and Resources Board announced 
today. 

At the same time, such pur- 
chases in Britain dropped from 15 
to 20 per cent, the board said in 
an 8l-page report giving the re- 
sults of an official three-nation 
study. 

Supplies of munitions, goods and 
raw materials from the United 
States and Canada enabled Brit- 
ain to take a higher proportion of 
its manpower into military serv- 
ice, the report said. By June of 
1944, Britain had 55 per cent of 
its total labor force in the armed 
forces or war production, the 
study showed, whereas the cor- 
responding figure for the United 
States and Canada was 40 per 
cent.

must meet him. The writer (as 
a major with MacArthur’s forces 
and later as a Post-Dispatch 
war correspondent) saw the 
general at various times: in 
Australia; at New Guinea air- 
strips; at Tacloban in Leyte 
when Yamashita was throwing 
reinforcements into that cam- 
paign and threatened to make 
our foothold in the Philippines. 
precarious indeed; on board the 
battleship Missouri, where the 
Japanese surrender delegates 
swallowed the bitter dose of de- 
feat; when the Stars and Stripes 
were raised over the United 
States Embassy in Tokyo and 
at a then off-the-record inter- 
view in Manila. 

The interview, which lasted 
more than an hour, opened with 
introductions and a firm  hand- 
clasp for each war correspondent. 
Seated in a deep leather chair and 
smoking a long-stemmed pipe sent 
him by friends in Virginia, the 
general was immediately in com- 
mand of the situation. Questions 
were answered fully and appar- 
ently with complete frankness. It 
was the day prior to the an- 
nouncement of the atomic bomb. 

Spoke of the Atom. 

Without actually revealing what 
he undoubtedly knew of the bomb, 
the general spoke of “splitting 
the atom,” and delivered an im- 
pressive denunciation of war. 

“When this conflict is finished 
it means that civilization has had 
its last damn chance of survival,” 
he declared emphatically. He ob- 
served that theological influence 
had fallen behind scientific devel- 
opment “to the extent that all of 
us are now skilled and hardened 
killers.” 

“We formerly expressed horror 
when killing reached women and 
children, but now we all kill non- 
combatants—and think little of 
it,” he continued. “With the 
weapons which will be available, 
a predatory nation could in a few 
days destroy civilization,” he 
warned. 


The general took issue with “en- 
forcement of the terms of a new 
league of nations by force,” as- 
serting that force should be elim- 
inated as a possible recourse 
among nations. “Human charac- 
ter must be raised above war, if 
civilization is to be preserved,” he 
observed. 

MacArthur also expressed his 
opinion on the question of retain- 


Allied powers. “When we finish 
with Japan we will not need the 
emperor,” he declared. The terms

Remarkable Physical Appearance. 


In physical appearance MacAr- 
thur is probably without parallel 
for a man whose sixty-sixth birth- 
day is less than three months dis- 
tant, His skin is clear and has 
the glow of good health. Partly 
bald, he affects an over-the-pate 
hair comb, and there is little grey 
in his hair. His general appear- 
ance is that of a well-preserved 
man in his fifties. There is a sin- 
gle indication that the strain of 
the war took some toll. There is 
a slight tremor of the hands un- 
der emotional strain. 

A point which should be men- 
tioned, because an absolutely un- 
founded question has been raised 
about it through implication at 
least, is MacArthur’s courage. His 
record shows that he is without 
fear—seemingly does not know 
what it means, His nerves and 
mind are trained to a discipline 
which permits him to disregard 
completely personal danger and 
concentrate his attention on the 
job at hand. This has been demon- 
onstrated many times in two wars, 
the most recent occasion being the 
Borneo invasion when Japanese 
fire drove tough Aussie officers to 
seek cover. MacArthur remained 
standing and calmly continued 
chatting as if there were no Japs 
within miles. 

There is still considerable spec- 
ulation about MacArthur’s r- 
sonal plans, especially with refer- 
ence to political aspirations.

Some of the more capable mem- 
bers of both houses, the “best” 
legislators, have not the personal 
financial resources to enable them

Some 
might say that if they cannot do 
that they should not take the of- 
fice. But is that correct and de- 
sirable? 

For instance, take the capable 
young lawyers (there are several 
in each house), who by hard work 
have built up comfortable law 
practices. If they leave their 
homes and stay in Jefferson City 
eight months or a year, their prac- 
_tice is broken up. Clients go else- 
‘where and when the legislator- 
lawyer returns home, he has a 
‘long period of building back to the 
business he had when he under- 
took public service. 


Penalties for Service. 


Certainly, it cannot be said that 
the people want to be deprived of 
the services of men of this type. 
They do not want a Legislature 
made up of town loafers, men who 
have not been sufficiently success- 
‘ful in their own affairs to have 
la business of their own, nor of 
‘senile men who have accumulated 
their fortunes and retired. 

It would appear that legislative 
service should be made a full time 
job with adequate pay, or that the 
state must be content with using 
only part-time services of its leg- 
islators. 
| $o far there has been no indi- 
cation that the increase of legis- 
‘lative salaries from $5 a day for 
'70 days of a session and $1 a day 
thereafter to $125 a month has 
improved the caliber of members. 
The $125 salary does not meet the 


it is, almost any bill on the calen- 
dar may be called up at any time. 
Members seldom know in advance 
what is to be taken up in time to 
be prepared for it. It is, of course, 
impossible for any member to be 
prepared for the consideration of 
all the bills at all times. 

The conscientious legislator does 
not have a soft job, and the man 
who really works at the job, as 
many of them do, is entitled to 
commendation. He not only at- 
tends the legislative sessions, but 
he puts in long hours in. commit- 
tee work. Some committees meet 
at night, their sessions continuing 
until anywhere from 10 o'clock 
until midnight. Oftentimes a mem- 
ber attending a night committee 
has worked all afternoon on some 
other committee. 

Shoulder Legislation Job. 

These are the men who shoulder 
the legislative job and are to be 
credited with the good legislation. 
They can be held accountable for 
the faults of the laggards and 
playboys only because of their 
failure to insist on rules which 
will put them to work. 

There undoubtedly is too much 
courtesy among legislators. It is 
bad form for one to press another 
about his work, and, as a result, 
matters which should take only a 
few days often are deferred weeks 
and even months. : 

Missouri is a big state and legis- 
lative responsibilities increase 
from year to year. The Legisla- 
ture has made a start toward better 
facilities for its work by the cre- 
ation of the Legislative Research 
Committee, a permanent body with 
a staff of research men, prepared 
to obtain information on any sub- 
ject submitted to it by any mem 
ber of the Legislature. As time 
goes on its present value will in- 
crease. 

It has no policy-making powers, 
That is a matter for the Legisla- 
ture, and for that reason the vot- 
ers should give to the selection of 
the members the attention which 
the importance of the office de- 
mands.

LONDON, Oct. 20 (By Radio) 

ONNEVEER, the myste- 
S rious American woman who 

helped organize and mai 
tain the Dutch underground re- 
sistance, can now be unmasked. 

Year after year, constantly 
risking her life amid Gestapo 
spies and Quisling informers, 
Sonneveer guarded her identity 
from all but her nearest col- 
leagues, Fluency in Dutch and 
German, unaccented by her 
New Engian# and Californian 
background, enabled her to dis- 
arm Nazi suspicion whenever 
she was hauled up for ques 
tioning. 

Now almost a legendary fig- 
ure in Holland, alive only by a 
miracle, Sonneveer can reveal 
her true name. She is Patricia 
Gillingham Van Delden of Los 
Angeles, Cal., and to sit across 
the table from her at the 
Savoy Hotel in London, as I 
did recently, you would never 
guess that this lovely dark- 
eyed woman in a slim black 
afternoon dress had been a 
tough - minded, pistol - packin’ 
leader in some of the wildest 
and most dangerous adven- 
tures that any woman ever 
found herself. Patty Van Del- 
den in London and Sonneveer 
back in Holland are almost 
two different women.

There, in The Hague, she in- 
stinctively viewed all persons 
with suspicion, answered door- 
- bells furtively and kept her 
secrets to herself. That is how 
she had been able to survive 
} —-with that, and plenty of luck. 
| Now she is back to the Unit- 

ed States for the first sight of 
: her homeland in 12 years. 
Richard Mansfield of the Chase 
National Bank induced her to 
go back to the states to help 
Dutch relief. But she will re- 
' turn to Holland as soon as pos- 


sible: there is still so much to 
be done. 

Patricia Van Delden became 
Sonneveer at the very begin- 
ning of the resistance, when 
few believed that the Germans 
could be defeated. Her hus- 
band, Louis, a Dutch electrical 
engineer and patent attorney, 
who later died in a German 
horror camp, helped form the 
famous Orde Dienst, or under- 
ground homeguard, and she 
joined him wholeheartedly and 
open-eyed, willing to stake her 
life for what she believed. 

In the early days she helped 
her husband construct radio 
sets for sending military infor- 
mation to Britain. When he 
was betrayed and spirited away 
in January, 1943, she became a 
messenger carrying wunder- 
ground papers hidden in her 
dress.

From time to time she util- 
ized her fluency in Gcrman, 
gained as a student of bac- 
teriology in Munich and Ham- 
burg, to penetrate the German 
border for information. The 
fact that she appeared to live 
quietly at her Arnhem villa and 
always had foolproof answers 
‘or her underground trips, dis- 
armed Gestapo suspicion. 
After the famous fighting of 
September 1944 about Arnhem,

As one of the key figures in | 
the underground’s forgery de- | 
partment, she had to have ex- 
cellent duplicates of many 
Nazi documents, She and her 
associates stole the originals 
when they could, or special | 
task forces eliminated German 
or quisling card holders so 
that resistance forgers could 
copy or alter them for “under- 
divers” in hiding from the 
Gestapo. 

It was no place for a woman 
without courage, quick wits 
and the acting ability of a 
Barrymore. 
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She had many big jobs in the 
underground: rattling across 
the Polderlands on her bicycle 
as chief dispatch carrier for the 
central forgery department and 
region 13 of the Netherlands 
Interior Military Forces .. . 
as a staff officer in the shock 
troops . . as central contact 
to alert roundup teams when 
the R.A.F. dropped guns . 
as a spotter for rocket sites. 

It is all behind her now. The 
hunger has gone. And the need 
for eternal vigilance But she 
can never forget. 

But for Patty Van Delden, 
alias Sonneveer, it was worth it 
all. She did her war job and 
faced tortures far worse fhan a 
quick, merciful bullet She 
kept going despite the early 
fears of German victory, de- 
spite privation and hardship.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 20. 


LARENCE SAUNDERS, 63- 
year-old, snow-haired super- 
man of the chain store grocery 
business, is just about to launch 
upon the building of his third 
great fortune. Ex-owner of the 
$100,000,000 Piggly-Wiggly chain, 
he'll fabricate his third fist-full 
of dough out of a daring merchan- 
dising idea he calls the “Keedoo- 
zie.” 

A cross between a shooting gal- 
lery, bowling alley, typesetting 
machine and museum for edibles, 
the Keedoozle will be a fabulous, 
ornate, super grocery store where 
you look at boxes of graham crack- 
ers, bars of soap, cans of soup, 
or the best cuts of beef, in sealed 
glass and chromium cases, push 
little buttons for the items you 
want and have them delivered to 
you a few seconds later all pret- 
tily done up in one package. 

Unlike the present system of 
chain store groceries, you won’t 
even have to serve yourself. A 
complicated electrical robot ar- 
rangement that took more than 
200,000 feet of electrical wiring to 
build, will do all the work for you, 

“By next summer there'll be a 
Keedoozle in St. Louis,” Saunders 


Memphis office. “I expect the 
St. Louis store to do a $50,000,000 
business a year.” 

First Keedoozle in the newly 
planned Saunders chain of super- 
modern markets will open in Chi- 
cago some time around March. 
Saunders has spent 10 years and 
$600,000 in its planning and build- 
ing. He thinks he’ll have to spend 
another $100,000 on it before he’s 
ready to startle the first Chicago 
housewife with this new robot ar- 
rangement that does a sort of 
mind-reading act of her grocery 
list. :

ERE’S how the Keedoozle 
works: On. entering Saun- 
ders’ new palace dedicated 
to the American palate, the 
housewife picks up a small gadget 
slightly reminiscent of a cap 
pistol loaded with a roll of 
caps. Saunders calls this thing the 
“key.” The key has a barrel and 
a handle equipped with a roll of 
white paper. She walks past rows 
upon rows of more than 2000 gro- 
cery items in the store and as she 
comes, say, to the noodle display, 
she notes the number on the pack- 
age of the particular brand of 
noodles she wants, inserts the bar- 
rel of her key in a slot bearing the 
corresponding number, presses a 
little button nearby and, presto, on 
the tape in the handle of her key 
there is printed the name of her 
purchase and a combination of 
little dots. 


When she has finished her shop- 
ping list it is all neatly recorded 
on the slip of paper that looks like 
adding machine tape. She takes 
this tape to a clerk operating a 
machine that “reads” the grocery 
list. This machine is called a 
translator because it translates dot 
combinations into electrical im- 
pulses that trip thousands of hid- 
den chutes which hold the thou- 
sands of items of stock in the 
great warehouse above the actual 
store. 

“Twenty items every four sec- 
onds,” Saunders estimated the 
speed at which these chutes can 
* deliver items to the packaging 
counter. “And we can double that 
speed if necessary.” 

Saunders says his new system 
can handle five to 10 customers a 
minute and the only delay will de- 
pend om how fast human hands 
can work at the packaging coun- 
ter. As the items being read off 
the tape by the electrical transla- 
tor come scooting down the chutes 
onto a belt that empties the col- 
lected order into one big basket, 
clerks stand by to transfer the

ventional shopping bags. Saunders 
hasn’t got around to thinking up 
anything to take the place of the 
old-fashioned paper bag. 

Once the packages are in the 
bag, the housewife steps up to the 
counter, presents her number cor- 
responding to the number stamped 
on the grocery list attached to the 
paper bag, pays the cashier and 
walks out. Even here, there is no 
delay. The electrical machine that 
translated the order has already 
added up the cost. 

“It sounds complicated and 
is,” Saunders grinned self-satis- 
fiedly. “The whole thing is so 
complicated that it intrigued the 
company that makes dial tele- 
phone equipment. It was the first 
new electrical idea they’d been 
interested in in years.” 

In the fresh vegetables and meat 
departments, ‘Saunders will have 
further innovations. All fresh 
vegetables will be packaged and 
sold by portions. If a housewife 
is buying string beans for a family 
of four, she presses a button four 
times and finds, when she picks 
up her sack of groceries, enough 
string beans for four people. The 
beans will be all strung, ready for 
cooking. All vegetables will be 
treated the same way—washed, 
cleaned, all ready for the pot. 

“No more buying vegetables 
mixed up with old sticks and dead

leaves,” beams Saunders. 

Being slightly Scotch by nature, 
this reporter did a little rapid cal- 
culating and balked at a supposed 
increase in cost brought on by 
this vegetable cleaning service. 

“Increased cost?” laughed 
Saunders. “Far from it. All we 
want is 10 per cent on the manu- 
facturer’s cost. Other stores have 
to have a 40 per cent profit to 
take care of their overhead and 
make money. We'll pay good 
salaries to our employes, but we 
won't need but a handful for each 
store. With us everything will be 
done by electricity. What other 
chain stores spend for the labor 
incurred alone in the daily mark- 
ing of thousands of items, will 
darn near pay our whole labor 


bill.”

In 1937, Saunders, already play- 
ing around with the Keedoozle 
idea, introduced the Memphis pub- 
lic to the robot idea of grocery 
shopping. But he hadn’t got the 
bugs out of the intricate machin- 
ery and when the war came along 
his Keedoozle was still in the ex- 
perimental stage. He couldn't get 
the materials needed for continual 
refinements in the machinery, so 
he sold all the elaborate equip- 
ment on the junk market and de- 
voted his time to making baby 
carts and garden rakes. But he 
never stopped dreaming about his 
Keedoozle. 

“I kept right on drawing plans 
and working out the fine points,” 
he told me. “Now, after 10 years 
of dreaming and working over my 
Keedoozle, I've got her about ready 
to go.” 

He thinks the first store, to be 
opened in Chicago in March, will

Crime—-What Your Neighbor 
Has Is Yours Just for the Asking

UTUMN tranquility broods 
Ave: the hidden, shut-in land 

of Kentucky’s Shangri-la, 
guarded by the troubled waters of 
North Fork flowing through the 
rock-walled gorge that was there 
before men came. They who live 
there are tranquill, too, because 
the high plateau where they have 
their homes is cut off from the 
rest of the world. They live unto 
themselves, as for generations 
their forebears have lived, un- 
touched by the turmoil that 
plagues mankind out beyond. 


When the red men were here, 
the great bend of the North Fork 
of the Kentucky river, with its 
deep gorge, was their fortress, 
easily defended against every foe. 
When the white men came and the 
Indians went away, the big bend 
was chosen, because of its se- 
curity, by those who were self- 
sufficient and wanted to be alone. 
In time there were like-mined 
neighbors, far apart, who formed 
a self-sufficient community that 
has stood to this day. 


When counties were formed, it 
chanced that the boundaries of 
Lee and Wolfe met across the 
open end of the big bend, so that 
the northeast corner of Lee was 
cut off from the rest of the county 
by the river. So the corner came 
to be called “The Cut-Off,” and it 
has been called that ever since, a 
cut-off in fact as well as in name, 
for the river hems it on three sides 
and on the fourth side, fronting 
Wolfe county, there are no roads 
that can be traveled except in very 
dry seasons. The people are al- 
most completely cut off from con- 
tact with the outer world. Now 
romance has made its claim and 
it is called Shangri-la, and out- 
landers who try to find it agree 
that it is rightly named. 


Here in Beattyville, the county 
seat of Lee, one who looks for 
Shangri-la gets little encourage- 
ment. There’s a paved road as far 
as St. Helens, up the river, but 
the bridge at St. Helens is being 
repaired and is open only a short 
while each day. Beyond there is 
a mountain road, which means a 
very rough road, for many miles. 
A traveller who is not too faint- 
hearted comes at last to Glen 
Eden on Frayles creek, which 
tumbles down the glen to the 
North Fork gorge. Once there 
was a bridge across the river at 
the mouth of Frayles but it washed 
away and there’s no way to get 
across except by wading when the 
water is low, or swimming when 
it is high, or ferrying if, by good 
fortune, a boat is to be found. 


On the opposite side, the cliff 
rises straight and there is no road, 
only a steep path that denies as- 
cent to any but rugged climbers. 
At the top the land lies surprising- 
ly, level, a plateau with slight un- 
dulations, and that is Shangri-la. 


It is the land of Shangri-la, but 
the people live well back from the 
rim. To visit them means miles 
of plodding over sled roads and 
paths. There is welcome and hos- 
pitality, though, for the stranger, 
who is received without suspicion, 
for the people of Shangri-la are 
peaceable and law-abiding and

have nothing to conceal. Peace- 
able and law-abiding they have 
ever been, not given to violence 
except, on occasion, to defend 
their homes and their rights, ex- 
pert in the us of the rifle guns 
that hang above the fireboard, but 
not. using them in strife. 

Out of Virginia came the set- 
tlers of Shangri-la, all of English 
origin, the Shackelfords among 
them, the grand-grands whose 
given names are not remembered. 
Well remembered, though, is 
Grandfather George Shackelford 
who, late in life, told of his grand- 
father, who was among the first 
who came. Remembrance of old 
George Shackelford is clear in the 
mindiof Nevyle Shackelford of the 
preseht generation, a grandson 
who,.like many others, left Shan- 
gri-la to get an education and, at 
the age of 18, went back to teach 
his neighbors’ children, 
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IS recollections present a com- 
H posite picture of the patriarchs 

who came into the wilderness 
and by their abiding made it a 
goodly place for their children and 
children’s children. Grandfather 
was a gallant Virginia gentleman, 
as his grandson remembers him, 
standing six feet tall and as sturdy 
as an oak, kindly withal but 
broeking no invasion of his rights, 
quick with his fists and his rid- 
ing crop, but as quick to bind up 
an adversary’s wounds. 


Like the time when he came up- 
on a tenant beating a plow mule 
and soundly berated him. The 
man, smarting under the rebuke, 
waited until Grandfather bent to 
examine the mule’s feet and then 
let loose a kick that sent Grand- 
father sprawling. Terrified by the 
look on Grandfather’s face, the 
man fled, with Grandfather in hot 
pursuit. Over the hill they went 
and out of sight. Presently Grand- 
father returned, dragging the man, 
Whose overalls had been shredded 
by blows from Grandfather’s rid- 
ing quirt, worn down to the han- 
dle. during the  chastisement. 
Grandfather took the man to the 
tenant house and helped his wife 
minister to his hurts and the man 
stayed on as aitenant for: years, 
though he never again flailed a 
mule because he feared Grand- 
father’s wrath. 


Less militantly, Grandfather 
quoted Omar Khayyam and Kip- 
ling’s Barrack Room Ballads and 
went on Sunday to the church, 
where hig “testimony” was some- 
times as long as the preacher's 
sermon, Once, aberrantly, he 
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“NOT THE MISS FIGGLE! THE ONE WHO COLLECTS OLD 
RELICS!" 
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quoted the tentmaker’s quatrain 
as coming from Holy Writ and 
got away with it because the 
preacher and the other worship- 
pers didn’t know the difference. 
Grandfather took it some _ to 
heart, howevery and when he was 
nearing his end at the age of &4, 
and Grandson Nevyle was leav- 
ing for college, he called the boy 
to him and said: “Son, I won’t be 
here when you come back, but 
don’t worry. I'm going to see 
what the Lord thought about me 
when I gave him credit for writ- 
ing ‘The moving finger writes 
and having writ. moves on.’ 

Nevyle Shackelford, talking 
about Grandfather, makes it clear 
that the old gentleman was typi- 
cal of the other old gentlemen 
who came out of Virginia and 
made homes in Shangri-la but 
were Virginians still. Certain it is, 
from the testimony of many, that 
the families that settled in the 
big bend—the Shackelfords, Hol- 
lons, Cables, Treadways, Olivers, 
Arnolds, Kashes, Creeches, Lutes, 
Childers and Bradleys, 15 families 
in all, honored their traditions 
and kept their records. clear, 
There never has been any out- 
lawry in Shangri-la. Nobody can 
remember when there was a killin’ 
or a robbery or any act of vio- 
lence calling for the intervention 
of the law. 

The only time the sheriff or 
any other officer of the law goes 
there is’ when there’s an election 
coming on and they want to make 
sure that the Cut-off citizens will 
do their duty by crossing the river 
and voting the Republican ticket 
straight in Union precinct as they 
always do. ) 


Nevyle Shackelford remembers 
an election when his father asked 
him if he wasn’t going across to 
vote. The young man said he 
didn’t think he would go. It was 
a hard trip and nobody was run- 
ning in whom he was interested. 
His father reached for a history 
book and read to him what The- 
odore Roosevelt once said to the 
effect that a man isn’t a good cit- 
izen unless he_ votes. Nevyle 
voted. So did all the good citizens, 
as they always do, even if they 
have to swim the river to get to 
the polling place, 

About the only outlanders who 
enter Shangri-la are the _ poli- 
ticians who come for votes, The 
county is Republican but not too 
safely so, and the 40 votes from 
the cut-off are not despised. The 
candidates, paddling across the 
river in flatboats, as far as any- 
body can remember, came bearing 
the gifts of promise, They prom- 
ised that if they were elected 
they would see to it that a bridge 
was slung across the fork at the 
mouth of Frayles. The promise 
was never kept until Green Kil- 
burn was elected county judge. 
To the surprise of everybody, 
probably including himself, he 
managed to have a bridge built. 
That left the candigates without 
anything to promise but they ap- 
pealed to the gratitude of 
cut-off voters, which in a way 
of speaking was better than mak- 
ing promises, for the bridge was 
something tangible. It didn’t last 
long, though. A flash flood came 
along and washed the bridge 
away. Now the candidates are 
promising again. Nobody believes 
them but the Cut-offers continue 
to vote ‘er straight. 
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HE community has no post- 
Tpitice no store and no church, 

but there is a one-room school 
where Nevyle Shackelford did his 
first teaching and -where other 
boys and girls, going outside to 
college, feel it to be their duty to 
teach when they have earned 
their certificates. The community 
expects it of them as their con- 
tribution to the education of the 
children of Shangri-la. @ 

It is with satisfaction and pride 
that the old folks of Shangri-la 
tell how their sons and daughters 
have kept up the teaching tradi- 
tion to which they were born, for 
among the pioneers who came 
from Virginia were teachers. 
Those who were not shared the 
respect for education that was 
Virginia-bred in them, even 
though their own schooling had 
been scant. They like to name 
and number their boys and girls 
who have gone away to be edu- 
cated and have come back to 
teach. Families as a rule, con- 
trary to the mountain custom, are

not large. The ruling idea has 
been to have only as many chil- 
dren as can be properly cared for 
and healthily reared, against the 
time when they are ready to go 
away to the level land for the 
gaod education that they are 
taught to covet as their best heri- 
tage. 
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OR community purposes, the 
one-room Kash school is the 
only center, but it is seldom used 
for a coming together because the 
farmers of Shangri-la are rugged 


individualists who have little need 
of joint action beyond their fam- 
ilies and their firesides. They 
could do with a crossroads store 
with a pot-bellied stove for fra- 
ternization, but there is not 
enough trade to support such an 
institution and they have to be 
content to go over into Wolfe 
county for their groceries and the 
mail that comes for them to the 
little Wolfe county _ postoffice 
named Flat. Shopping presents 
no difficulty, for the farmers of 
Shangri-la are self-sufficient as 
their fathers were before there 
were stores, raising practically 
everything that they need. 


On Sundays, the children walk 
miles or ride muleback to Antioch 
church, over in Wolfe county. 
Once a month the old folks gather 
there to listen to a circuit rider’s 
sermon, for they are Methodists 
all, as consistent in that as in 
their politics. 

The homes of Shangri-la, weath- 
erboarding over logs, are feeling 
the need of paint and repairs be- 
cause paint cannot be had and 
there is no sawmill to turn out 
lumber, But the homes have a 
certain dignity in keeping with 
the gentility of the families that 
live in them, Each in its own 
solitude, they stand as emblems 
of the strength of the pioneers 
who built them and the fidelity 
of the families that grew up in 
them, 


The homes are dignified and 
the families genteel because they 
have never asked thé world's 


charity. Not one of the families

has ever been on relief. The men 
and boys of Shangri-la are peace- 
able, but asking one of them if 
he worked for the WPA is like 
asking for a fight. 


Shangri-la is a land where the 
henhouses and the smokehouses 
are never locked because hens and 
hams are never stolen. There is 
no need for anyone to steal, even 
if so inclined, for it is a land 
where what your neighbor has is 
yours for the asking. One who 
lacks something needs only to go 
to his neighbor’s house and state 
his need. They call it borrowing, 
but a neighbor who loans doesn‘t 
expect to be repaid in kind. There 
will come a day when the neigh- 
bor who loaned will have cause 
to borrow and will not be turned 
away. They say in Shangri-la 
that _ it is against the law to do 
without something when your 
neighbor has it and bad manners 
to bring back what has been bor- 
rowed. 
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NOTHER sayinug is that no- 
body ever dies on Shangri-la. 
Hardly ever at any rate. Nevyle 
Shackelford, who is 35, says he 


can’t remember when there was a 
death in the community. Annual 
memorial services are heldat Anti- 
och church for those who lie in 
the churchyard there. In earlier, 
harder times, it was the custom 
to extol the virtues of those who 
had passed away since the last 
memorial service was held, with 
inclusion of other earlier descend- 
ants to round out the program. 
In recent years, most of the me- 
morializing has been on behalf of 
the early settlers whose names are 
all but forgotten and can with 
difficulty be deciphered on the 
headstones, 


The old folks $oke about their 
longevity. They have to keep on 
living, they say, because, with the 
nearest doctors 12 and 18 miles 
away, they can’t afford to get sick. 
Likely a sick person would die be- 
fore the doctor could get there. 
Nevyle Shackelford says he can't 
remember that, in all his life, a 
doctor being called to the cut-off 
more than four of five times. 


Once, in 1919, it was the Shackel- 
fords who were all down with the 
flu. Old Doc Herman came in 
from out beyond with his pills 
and all of them got well. While 
he was there the doctor, turned 
dentist, pulled one of Nevyle’s 
teeth with pliers while other mem- 
bers of the family held him down. 
Nevyle says by rights he shouldn't 
have had a bad tooth because he 
cut his teeth on the barrel of a 
rifle gun which was supposed to 
confer immunity from dental ills 
and prepare boy babies to be good 
shots when they grew up. 


Whether it is from the teething 
or from using rifle guns as play- 
things, all the boys of Shangri-la 
learn early to shoot and shoot 
straight. Target shooting is the 
favorite outdoor sport. So when 
they go away to war, as the 
Shangri-la boys do whenever there 
is a call, they get put to work as 
sharpshooters. Theirs is an in- 
herited love for the rifle. They 
disdain shotguns and only tote 
pistols as pocket pieces, like pen- 
knives, for the sport of the thing. 

Nevyle’s brother, Ernest, came 
back from the war the other day 
with all the guns he could tote, 
scorning other trophies of the 
strife. Rut he hung them on the 
pegs at hoOme and went back to 
teaching -achool.

day I discovered that it was 

just two years ago that I was 
appointed squad leader of the 
Third Squad, Company D. Tenth 
Battalion, Infantry Replacement 
Training Center, Camp Wheeler, 
Macon, Ga. 


I was named for this honor by 
Set. Salmon, who had been in the 
regular Army since about Light 
Horse Harry Lee’s time, and 
whose contempt for recruits was 
matched only by his ability te 
express this contempt. 


By naming me squad leader, 
Sgt. Salmon started me on the 
path which could have led to my 
being a five-star general, Only 
18 grades stood in front of me. 
Had I been forceful enough, or 
lucky enough, I could have moved 
to private, private first class, cor- 
poral, buck sergeant, staff ser- 
geant, tech sergeant, first ser- 
geant, second lieuftnant, first 
lieutenant, captain, major, lieuten- 
ant colonel, colonel, brigadier gen- 
eral, major general, lieutenant 
general, general and, finally, gen- 
eral of the army. 
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L OOKING through my diary to- 


His reason for my selection 
gave me a thrill of pride, as I 
stood before him at ease and 
ill at ease, buttons on my blouse 
smartly unbuttoned, and with 
my ears pinned back from an 
earlier session with the company 
commander. 
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“YOU ARE SUCH a lousy lock- 
ing soldier, McNamara,” he said, 
“that if I put you up front there, 
every other balnkety-blank rookie 
will look. like a West Pointer. [ 
have watched you march, and you 
march just like a monkey playing 
with a football.” 


The only time Set. Salmon re 
fused to let me lead the squad 
was when we were marching by 
the Italian prisoner of war camp. 
He always made me fall out then, 
and tag along behind. The pris- 
oners always stood inside the wire 
to watch us go by, and Sgt. Sal- 
mon said it would give them too 
much hope for an Axis victory to 
see me as a squad leader. 


“One look at you, McNamara,” 
he said, “and they'd write home 
that America was bound to lose.” 
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ONLY ONCE DID the Sergeant 
ever pay me a compliment. That 
came late in training, just before 
we were to leave for ports of em- 
barkation. As a sort of farewell 
he told me that after watching me 
as a soldier no one could ever tell 
him that America hadn’t done its 
best to win the war. 


“When they got you in the 
Army,” he told me, “this country 
proved it had gone all-out for vie- 
tory.” 

These were perhaps the kindest 
words Sgt. Salmon spoke to me in 
17 weeks of basic training. He 
was very bitter the night I took 
my squad on a night problem in

compass reading, and got so lost 
that for the first time in the his- 
tory of our Army, higher-ups con- 
sidered engaging bloodhounds to 
find a squad of soldiers. When 
found, my squad was just outside 
of Savannah, foraging off the 
countryside, and with little respect 
for its appointed leader. 
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“From now on, McNamara,” 
Sgt. Salmon said, “You will lead 
your squad through revolving 
doors only, and it’s even money 
you'll get lost in there.” 
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SUCH CRITICISM would have 
broken a lesser man’s spirit, but I 
doggedly held on to my job—held 
on, that is, until the day of the 
regimental review. It was in hon- 
or of the late Gen. McNair, then 
commanding officer of all ground 
forces. For a reason Ill never 
know, mY squad became separated 
from the regiment as it wheeled 
into position to pass in review, 
and headed for the woods to the 
right of the parade ground. It 
made wus slightly conspicuous. 

At my command, the squad 
started picking up matches and 
bits of paper, as if we had been 
ordered to drop from the review 
to police the parade ground, but, 
oddly enough, we fooled no one. 
That cost me my position, and put 
me on K.P. so long that only the 
great chef, Escoffier, has more 
hours in the kitchen than I.

Cabbage 
Recipe

HERE was a definite Swedish 
T flavor to the main dish fea- 
tured at a smartly simple little 
dinner I had the good fortune to 
attend a few evenings ago. Here 
again my host was also the cook 
and turned out a menu that was 
appreciated thoroughly by his 
guests. 

We started off with oysters on 
the half-shell, accompanied by the 
usual cocktail sauce, tabasco, 
crackers and wedges of lemon. 
The sauce had been improved upon 
by a liberal lacing of horseradish 
and some finely minced onion. 
After the oysters came the “big 
dish,” stuffed cabbage in our lan- 
guage, but “Kaldoelmar” in Swed- 
ish. Our host remarked that he 
had obtained the recipe from his 
Swedish grandmother, who had 
considered it her favorite for 
years. 

With the cabbage came noodles, 
dressed with cheese, tiny whole 
beets touched with vinegar. After 
this course came an avocado salad, 
and, in a burst of glory, a Grand 
Marnier Souffle made from a 
recipe our host obtained in Paris 
before the war and that he re- 
fused to divulge to anyone. 
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TO MAKE THE CABBAGE 
dish, according to my host, steep 
a good-sized head of cabbage in 
boiling water for about five min- 
utes, take it out of the kettle and 
dip it at once into ice water, let- 
ing it stay there for one minute 
to harden it. Drain it, and sepa- 
rate the leaves, putting them in 
neat piles of three or four leaves 
each, with the biggest leaf at the 
bottom. 


Now mix half and half ground 
beef and ground pork, well sea- 
soned with salt, pepper and 
chopped onion and one egg per 
pound of meat. Mix all this well 
and pile spoonfuls onto the cab- 
— — Fold the leaves over 

e stuffing and tie t 
kitchen oe — 
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BROWN TWO MORE chopped 
onions, in butter and then mix 
them with some sweet cream and 
several spoonfuls of well-drained 
sauerkraut. Arrange this mixture 
in the bottom of a greased cas- 
serole, put the cabbage and meat 
rolls on top, cover with some more 
sauerkraut and pour three sma!] 
glasses of dry white wine over all. 

Put a lid on the casserole and 
let simmer in a slow oven until 
the sauerkraut is soft. Serve di- 
rect from the casserole and let 
each guest untie his own little 
cabbage bundle. 
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COOKED CHEESE: A Euro- 
pean concoction that deserves to 
be known better here at home is 
cooked cheese or “Koch Kaese.” 
It is to be served as a snack with 
rye bread or pumpernickle and 
beer. Men, especially, go for it. 
Put four cups of dry cottage 
cheese in a moderately warm 
place, stirring it daily for three or 
four days as it ferments. When it 
is white and waxy-looking, it is 
ready to work on. 


Melt a couple of tablespoons of 
butter in a double boiler and add 
the cheese with one-half teaspoon 
of salt and a dash of cayenne. 
Cook, stirring often, over low 
heat. When heated through, add 
a cup of milk and two teaspoons

eo and the future stretched out so long, 
FREDRIC MARCH ... it made the past seem like a tag 

WAS A SAD LAD. end. 

It was at such a “good old days” soiree, late one evening 
recently at Sardi’s on West Forty-fourth street, with stars of half 
a dozen stagegand nightclub hits sitting around over their after- 
show steaks and royal coffees, that a fascinating story of the 
theater—the kind that makes the theater’s enduring legends-— 
came to verbal light. The teller of this particular story was 
Sammy White, whom you theatergoers all know from work in 
“Show Boat” and many other shows.

“I WAS A KID THEN,” said Sammy, “and I was out with a 
show that was trying the road to get ready for Broadway. We 
did a lousy business on the road and finally we were in Chicago. 
We couldn't get.a theater at first in Chicago. Then we discovered 
that the old LaSalle Theater hadn’t been used for years, but 
could be had. We made a small deposit, moved in, dusted off the 
seats, and got ready for business. But business didn’t. come. On 
opening night, by an exact count, there were 18 customers in the 


house. Well, sir, we kept on playing. There was a certain very — 


important theatrical producer in the house, and we were trying to 
impress him at any rate. The producer, however, about 20 min- 
utes after the curtain went up, had about enough of the show. 
He'd had so much of enough that he came charging down the 
aisle, and climbed up on the stage. Then he addressed the 18 
people -(now 17) in the seats. ‘Go get your money refunded,’ he 
said, They did. Then he said to Lew Fields (of Weber and 
Fields), who was the only ‘name’ in the show, ‘Lew, you’ve got a 
show, maybe, but you’ve got the show off to a wrong start. Let’s 
go over to the Congress Hotel and talk things over.’ Because the 
cast didn’t know what else to do, we all trailed along after them. 
Yep, we all walked out of the theater over to the Congress and 
they turned the lights off in the theater before we'd walked a block. 
‘Well, sir, first thing you gotta do is get rid of the leading man,’ 
said the producer, ‘the show’s bad, but your leading man is worse.’ 
The leading man just sat there glumly, with the rest of us, and 
none of us said a word. Everybody knew this wasn’t Chicago, but 
Waterloo. “The second thing you got to do,’ said the producer, ‘is 
revamp the music in the show. It stinks. The third thing you 
gotta do is one of you go to New York to find a backer for this 
dud so you can get some money into it. The reat of you, mean- 
while, must sit tight here and meditate over your sins.’ And, 
just to show he was a good guy, he put the members of the com- 
pany on his cuff at the Congress for what turned out to be $1900. 
a eee 

SAMMY CONTINUED. “SO we took his advice, seeing he 
was paying for the privilege of giving the advice, 

“One of the three song writers, a little screwball with a way 
of scratching his head that made you laugh, volunteered to be 
the one to go to New York to find the backer, etc. He found a 
gullible sort of a guy who said ‘Okey, I'll back the show. How 
much do’ you want for 50 per cent ownership?’ The song writer 
thought of our $1900 debt, and said $2000. ‘Sold,’ said the backer, 
whose name turned out to be Billy Rose, and who now needs no 
introduction. So then we fired the leading man, whose name hap- 
pened to be Fredric March. He too needs no introduction. So then 
Mr. Rose put on the aforementioned flop by the three song writers, 
whose names, it just so happened, were Larry Hart, Dick Rodgers, 
and Herbie Fields. Do they need an introduction?” 

The above business happened in the year 1924. And that’s how 
some theatrical history was made. For the play was “The Melody 
Man,” and it was a smash hit and made a name for everybody 
in it and connected with it. And even Fredric March, the fired 
man, managed, eventually, to make a name.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 20. 

ON’T look for an easing of 
[) train travel conditions until 

January at least. The Associa- 
tion of American Railroads ex- 
pects about 2,000,000 service men 
to return from abroad during Octo- 
ber and November.

NE of the country’s greatest architectural novelties will 
be the building which Frank Lloyd Wright has designed 
to house the Solomon R. Guggenheim collection of 

non-objective paintings. Called the Modern Gallery, the 
steel, concrete and marble structure will have, in the main, 
the form of a rising spiral and be capped by a shallow glass 
dome. Around the hollow center of the building, a single 
ramp will wind upward for about seven stories. Visitors will be 
able to take an elevator to the top, walk down the ramp view- 
ing paintings which will be placed along ramp’s outside wall. 

The paintings, which include the work of such notables 
as Picasso, Rousseau, Seurat and Marc, are of the type com- 
monly known as abstractions. Architect Wright has said: 
"It will be difficult to say where environment leaves off and 
exhibit begins.” 

The building, whose estimated cost is $1,000,000, will be 
floor-heated, air conditioned. Floors, ceilings and walls will 
be lined with cork to insure good insulation and noiseless 
movement. There will be a theater underground, office rooms, 
workshops and laboratories, and cafe service. 
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Looking downward through glass dome ceiling which 

sheds night-light as well as daylight. There will be 

comfortable chairs from which to view glass ceiling.

All will be given 
fair trials, competent defense counsel and an opportunity to 


testify in their own behalf, in contrast with sham proceedings or, 
more often, no hearing at all, that Japanese accorded their captives.
